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Marked Improvement Has Been Shown in Dress and the.

night St. Louis gives a dance. 

No engraved invitations are 

sent out and there is no report of 
the social event in the society col- 


umns. But where there are no in- 


vitations, neither can there be any 
written regrets. And where there is 
no published report there can be no 
suspicion that attendance is prompt- 


ed merely for the sake of being list- 
ed among “those present.” 

An invitation implies an obliga- 
tion, anyway, and when people come 
without being invited it is a sure 
sign that they value your hospitality 
for just what it is worth. The ca- 
pacity of our city’s dancing floor is 
73 couples, and always the floor ifs 
filled to capacity. 

All this is by way of saying that 
the municipal dances inaugurated a 
season or two ago, by the Park and 
Recreation Commission, are a suc- 


cess, in so far as mere appreciation in 
concerned. And there. are other 


tangible evidences that they are ful- 
filling the mission for which they 
were designed, namely, the oppor- 
tunity for and the promotion of in- 
nocent association among a _ people 
more or less socially impoverished. 


Dance Every Three Weeks 
for Each Neighborhood Park 


HE dances are held in the va- 

T rious public playgrounds, the 

platform, a portable one, get- 

ting around to each of the neighbor- 

hood parks about once. in three 
weeks. 

The police reports show that the 
whole recreation system has had a 
most appreciable effect in reducing 
crime and associations that are any- 
thing but innocent. 

At first many rules with regard to 
manners and costumes had to be 
formulated and enforced at these 
public dances. 

Naturally the object of friendly 
social intercourse is defeated when 
rules have to be posted and put into 
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effect by strong arm methods. But 


| 


nowadays only a few rules need to 
be enforced and although the strong 
arm is present, in uniform, too, the 
benignant expression and relaxed 
posture of the two officers as I ob- 
served them at De Soto playground 
last Tuesday night, indicated they 
do not take this detail too seriously. 

One order still in need of occa- 
sional enforcement, or explanation, 
rather, is that no man shall go upon 
the floor wearing his hat. Another 
is that no two men may dance to- 
gether. These are foreign customs 
and the playgrounds are in neigh- 
borhoods mostly foreign but Iess and 
less frequently is it becoming neces- 
sary to call attention to these rules. 
Even the Italian girls are learning 
to dance with men, American fash- 
ion. 


There has been a marked improve- 
ment in matters of dress, I was told. 
It hasn’t come to the point where 
shirtsleeves are looked upon as too 
informal for the presence of ladies, 
nor where collars and neckties are 
regarded as the indispensable com- 
plement of a shirt. But, why, these 
hot evenings, SHOULD anybody be- 
lieve a coat and collar necessary to 
existence? Only other slaves to cus- 
tom can tell why, and they them- 
selves have been so long in subjection 
that they cannot be relied upon for 
an honest opinion of their own.

and if the costume de rigueur 
among men of the dancing set at 
De Soto playgrounds is trousers, 
belt, shirt turned in at the neck and‘ 
thick solid shoes, and if everybody 
adheres thereto, what right have peo 
ple ever so many blocks away to 
say there is any disregard of pro- 
priety? 

If matters are to be changed, well, 
there were a few coated backs, a 
few soft collars and fewer neckties, 
present by way of argument. But 
if West End standards finally pre- 
vail over a costume more fitting to 
the climate, who can say it will be 
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the costume of hse. 
the women have 
been attempted 
by our august] 
city officials, it 
seems. Fortunate- 
ly for once, that 
they are men and

Certainly there is decided latitude 
among the costumes of the women.

Two matron- 
ly bodies encased in dressing saques, 
one belted down with a calico apron, 
whirled round and round and round 
to the tune of a striding foxtrot.

than any mere legal one to 

which women bow in matters 
of costume. And even unto Twenty- 
second and O’Fallon does this au- 
thority penetrate. There were to be 
observed almost as many high waist- 
ed skirts, georgette, or near-georgette 
blouses, as many white shoes and 
as many modish coiffures as you'd 
see at a hop anywhere else. 

As I watched relay after relay of 
dancers in groups of 72 couples, 
crowd each other off the platform, 
hardly giving the musicians time 
to wipe their brows, each group of 
dancers a new one, unless those at 
the exit were alert enough to skirt 
the crowd and get around to the en- 
trance in time to squeeze in at the 
end of the waiting line, I wondered 
where these young things—and they 
were almost all of them young— 
would be but for this recent pro- 
vision out of the ‘city’s paternal 
heart—this response to a manifest 
want. 

To be sure, there always have 
been dance halls, public ones man- 
aged by private interests. But the 
difference between a public dance 
hall managed commercially and a 
public dance hall sponsored by 
municipal authority is apparent at 
& glance. I have looked on at pay- 
as-you-enter dance halls.

stilted, awkward silence—this is the 
noticeable characteristic of these 
places. The dancers may enjoy the 
mere sense of rhythmic movement 
but their attitude toward everything 
and everybody else present is seri- 
ous, solemn gloom. They probably 
never have seen their partners be- 
fore, do not know each other’s real 
names, and contrary to popular 
anxiety on the subject, as I have 
observed them, the saddest, though 
it may be the least sinister feature 
of the case is that usually they drop 
each other at the turstile exit and 
do not get acquainted at all. 


Neighborhood Affairs With a 
Really Neighborly Atmosphere 


T the municipal dance there 
A is a lot of chatter, everybody 
seems to know everybody, or 

at least somebody who is congenial. 


If they don’t, there is the legitimate 


means of*getting acquainted. For, 


you: see, they are neighborhood af- 


fairs. More than that, they are 


family affairs. 
Besides the dancing, the play- 
grounds offer other attractions of an 


evening. The railing enclosing the 
platform is thronged with specta- 
tors many rows deep—such an 
heterogenous assortment of faces 
reflecting many nationalities, some 
open mouthed in wonder as they 
gaze upon this strange thing so 
different from anything in their far 
native land. Back of the standing 
mass are benches filled with parents 
giving their sleeping babies an air- 
ing. 

Fiocks of children play noisily 
about at favorite games. The must- 
cians’ corner has its closely crowded 
audience. Little music lovers adore 
the pianist and gaze at the drummer 
who juggles marvelously .with his 


‘sticks for their ecstatic admiration. 
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There is no escaping the family 
and watchful parental authority for 
these frequenters of the municipal 
dances. And although they are en- 
tirely public, I am told there is a 
neighborhood censorship of manners 
and morals which, although an un- 
written one, is strict. 


Many Follow the Dances 
From Playground to Playground 
ANY dance enthusiasts fol- 


low the dances trom one 


playground to another. Each 
neighborhood is a colony usually of 
one nationality or the extraction 
thereof, holding unto its own cus- 


toms. Woe unto the Croatian, then, 


from down Mullanphy way or the 
Italian from Columbus, who does 
not, when he comes visiting, con- 
form to the manners of the Yiddish 
and Polish who have crowded out 
the original Kerry Patch Irish 
around De Soto Square! And woe 
unto the Irishman from Yeatman 
who does not know the best usages 
of German society down at Buder or 
Soulard. 

In other words there is an ele 
ment of exclusiveness about these 
public dances which no attempt at 
American democracy has as yet been 
able to surmount. A story is told 
of how some so-called fashionable 
admirers of the ragtime. ability of 
the leader of the orchestra employed 
by the city called in a great car one 
evening to take him from the munic 
iple dance to a dance of their own. 
To while away the time waiting for 
him they went upon the floor and 
danced. Their manner of dancing or 
behavior did not conform to the 
standards that particular neighbor- 
hood was accustomed to and they 
were snubbed and made to feel so 
uncomfortable that. they left in 
chagrin, tg

The reason for this is perfectly pa- 
tent. When Germany, with her Austrian 
ally, went svuth, crushing Servia and 
Montenegro and by enlisting Bulgaria, 
opening the road to Constantinople and 
beyond, she actually accomplished mure 
from the political point of view than 
by all her other much less successful, 
if more dazzling triumphs. 

For many years Berlin and Vienna had 
dreamed of an expansion to and beyond 
the Aegean and the Hellespont. sea 
power had effectively closed Teutynic 
hopes of expansion in the Far East and 
of more than Hmited colonial deveiop- 
ment in Africa and the Far East. As 
long as Britain remained supreme on 
the water the outlying colonies of Ger- 
many were bound to fall to the Britisa 
in any war, as the progress of events In 
the present conflict has demonstrated. 

The March to the Far East. 

But the march to the Near East was 
overland. Seated at the Dardanelles and 
the Bosporus, Germany could command 
the crossing to Asia, she would be be- 
yond the reach of naval power and her 
expansion could spread through Ana‘c- 
lia and down to Suez as well as out- 
ward toward Persia, and even India. A 
reorganized Turkish army, strengthened 
and stiffened by Teutonic contingents, 
could restore the Osmanli empire anc 
threaten Britain at Suez, the “heel’’ of 
the British Achilles. 

And all of this dream the successful 
campaign of last winter, for the time at 
least, transformed into reality. The de- 
struction of Servia bound Berlin to By- 
zantium and the Bagdad railroad, pro- 
longed the line far down toward Meas.- 
potamia, The train which today stariu 
at Antwerp and halts only at the Stam- 
boul quay is for the Germans a sign 

At that “place in the sun” 


they have long sotight. It is the sori: 


achievement of the war. 

It is wholly conceivable that Germany 
might now, or after a few more months 
of the terrific sacrifices that are daily 
asked of her, consent to evacuate 
France and restore Belgium. She might 
even retire from Russian Poland and 
persuade her Austrian ally to make cer. 
tain concessions to Italy in the Trentino. 
She might accept the loss of her Afri- 
can and Asiatic colonies, but all these 
would be but comparative losses, if she 
could retain her supremacy in the Bal- 
kans and her mastery of the Turk’s 
dominions. 

Mitteleuropa. 

Granted all her losses, she would still 
have emerged from the war a gainer, 
and in due course of time that Mitteleu- 
ropa, of which we have heard so much 
would become a reality and the Germans 
would be masters in a_i coalition 
which extended from the Baltic to the 
Persian Gulf, which touched Egypt at 
Suez and menaced India from Busra. 
Given a few years of peace to organize 
her conquests, Germany would be es- 
tablished permanently tn Western Asia, 
across the exit of Russia, on the flank 
of Britain, through her Mohametan in- 
fluence a threat to the Moslem popula- 
tions of France, Britain, Russia and 
even Italy. 

Therefore it is safe to conclude that 
only complete defeat, a defeat far more 
considerable than we have yet any im- 
mediate promise of, would bring Ger- 
many to surrender what she has won 
between the Danube and the Egean.. 
For such a surrender would boit the 
doorway to the East. Russia would es- 
tablieh herself at the Straits, the Turk- 
ish Empire would be partitioned among 
Germany's enemies and the real bulk 
would sooner or later come to the na- 
tion which, seated at Scutari and in Ar- 
menia, would infallibly penetrate and 
absorb Anatolia. 

A Dectaitve Defeat. 

On the other hand, ff an allied offen- 
sive, starting at Saloniki, where a huge 
Anglo-French-Serb army has been con- 
ceftrated, could cut through the forces 
of the central Powers in the valley of 
the Vardar, reach the Danube by Skop- 
lie and Nish, then the German dream 
would be extinguished, there would be 
no longer any hope of profit after peace, 
which might compensate for the past 
sacrifices or the future suffering that 
war entailed. Such a defeat would be 
far more effective than any retreat in 
Northern France or Belgium, any with- 
drawal in Poland and Volhynia, in 
bringing Germany to peace. 

It ia for this reason that I telleve the 
campaign in the Balkans, to which every 
sign points, may easily prove far more 
important In its political effects than 
anything that will happen in Picardy or 
even Galicia in the present year. 

Now whai fe the exact military sit- 
uation at the present moment in the 
Balkans? Nine months sgo an Angio- 
French army, which had come too late 
to save Servia, fell back sulleniy 
from Macedonia into Greece, took its 
stand before Saloniki and across the 
neck of the Chaicidice Peninsula un- 
der conditione strikingly recalling 
the recoil of Wellington behind the 
lines of Torres Vedrags in the Na-

likely that German, Austrian and Bul- 
garian troops would pass the Greek 
frontier and attempt to repeat the 
exploit of Soult at Corunna, when he 
forced the army of Sir John Moore 
to take ship. But this did not happen. 
The central Powers paused at the 
Greek frontier. Austrian troops en- 
tered Albania and approached Valona, 
but an Italian army here stood safely 
under conditions recalling the army at 
Salonica. 


Joffre Overruled Kitchener, 


From that hour to the present there 
has been a slow but steady rise in 
the strength of the allied forces at 
Saloniki. Kitchener, who opposed the 
transfer of British troops to Saloniki, 
was overruled by Joffre in a memo- 
rable interview, when the French 
commander visited Britain. There 
was a further interview between 
Kitchener and Briand, which is a 
basis for legend already. But the 
upshot of the matter was that the 
French decided that Salonitki should 
be held and that there should be a 
promise, at the least, of a future de- 
liverance of Servia. 

Thereafter Sarrail, who defended 
Verdun in the opening campaign, but 
was removed by Joffre because oF 
differences of opinion, was sent to 
the Near East with a strong French 
army. Many of the British troops 
withdrawn from Gallipoli passed to 
the mainland. In a few months there 
were no less than a quarter of a 
million French and British troops in 
this region and backed by a strong 
fleet they had transformed the easily 
defensible position into a practically 
impregnable stronghold, another Tor- 
res Vedras. By spring a restored and 
equipped Servian army was brought 
Over from Corfu and at the present 
hour the allies have an army that is 
rarely estimated at less than half a 
million and has recently been declared 
on interesting authority to exceed 
650,000. 

All question of an attack upon 
Salontki was over with the winter. 
In due course we were informed that 
the French and British troops were 
beginning to push out from the sea 
coast and were approaching the old 
Servian frontier. Only the other day 
there was official report of Servian 
advances along Lake Presba, which is 
close to the Albanian line and only 
a short distance from Monastir, the 
chief city of Macedonia. Such a force 
would be tn touch with the Italians, 
pushing out from Valona. 

The Allies at Salontca. 

We may then assume that something 
over half a million allied troops are now 
occupying a line but little south of the 
former Serb-Greek frontier, while an 
Italian army of littie less than 100,000 le 
covering its western flank at Valona, 
The allied troops are based upon two 
railroads, or rather three, the Saloniki- 
Monastir railroad, passing through Vo- 
dena, which crosses the firing line just 
south of Monastir. the main Belgrade- 
Salonica line, which goes up the Vardar 
valley and the Saloniki-Adrianople lina, 
which parallels the Belgrade line for 
some miles and then turns east, south 
of the Greek frontier and follows the 
Egean shore to Bulgarian territory. 

Facing them the allies have prac- 
tically the whole Bulgarian army, but 
allowance being made for losses in the 
three recent wars, this cannot number 
more than 20,000, for Bulgaria is com-

Missouri in Science. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
About a week before the death of Alfred Russel 
Wallace, his last letter on astronomical subjects 
nad written to Sir Oliver Lodge. Mr. Wallace 


said, referring to a Missouri scientist: 

“fT have been very much interested the last month by 
rea@ing a book sent me from America by Mr. W. 
L. Webb, being ‘An Account of the Unparajieled Dis- 
coveries of Mr. T. J. J. See." His theory of ‘capture’ 
of guns, planets, and satellites seems to me very beau- 
tifully worked cut under the influence of gravitation 
and a resisting medium ef cosmical dust, which ex- 
plains the origin and motions of the moon as wel! as 
that of all the planets and satellites far better than 
Sir G. Darwin’s Expulsion theory. I note, however, 
that he is quite ignorant that Proctor, 40 years ago, 
gave full reasons for his ‘capture’ theory in his 
‘Expanse *f HMenaven,’ and also that the same writer 
showed that the Milky Way could not have the 
enormous iateral extension he gives to it, but that it 
cannot really be much flattened, He does not even 
meation the proofs given of this both by Proctor and, 
I think, by Herbert Spencer, while in Mr. Webb's 
volume (opposite p. 212) is a diagram showing the 
‘Coal Back’ as a ‘vacant lane’ running quite through 
and across the successive spiral extensions laterally of 
the galaxy, without any reference or a word of explana- 
tio® that such features, of which there are many, 
really demonstrate the untenability of such extension.

RAILROAD CONCILIATION FAILS. 
One of the spokesmen of the railroad managers 
in the negotiations over the demands of their 
employes declares the point has been reached 
where the matter of hours and wages is secondary. 

It has become a fight for arbitration. If they 
yield at present to the threats of force, they will 
hereafter be at the‘mercy of the men, virtually 
obligated by the precedent to concede any and all 
demands they might make. 

So great a solicitude for arbitration and so frank 
a recognition of the self-interest bound up in the 
principle are deeply gratifying. It was only 4 lit- 
ete while ago that the representatives of large em- 
ploying interests in America, representatives of 
these same railroads, were saying “there is noth- 
ing to arbitrate” when differences with their men 
were to be adjusted. 

Such value and prevalence as now attach to the 
principle of arbitration have been given it very 
largely by the efforts of the employe classes. Resort 
to it in the past has generally been resisted by 
arrogant employers. However stubborn they may 
have seemed in the early stages of a dispute, the 
men have generally been willing to submit their 
cause to rational means of settlement. 

The position in which the brotherhood officials 
place themselves by distrust of the device whose 
utility has been demonstrated by their own efforts 
is tragically untenable. 

The mediation attempted by Government offi- 
cials had almost nothing to do with the main rail- 
road strike issues. It endeavored to compose that 
specific difference which prevented both sides 
from being equally ready to arbitrate those main 
issues. That attempt having failed, the position 
of the public remains as it was from the first day 
the new demands were presented. 

There is a point at which the demands of em- 
ployes, thinking only of their interests, may sur- 
pass the bounds of reason from the practical stand- 
point of things as they are! 

There is a point where the resistance of selfish 
employers to demands for improved conditions 
may go beyond considerations ‘of justice and 
right and duty. 

Arbitration is the only safe and logical means 
of determining the merits of a complex labor dis- 
pute on which employers and employes are as far 
apart as in this instance. 

The colossal calamity of a strike affecting all 
railroad service except passenger transport was 
brought very near when the mediators confessed 
their impotence. If it comes through the rejec- 
tion by the men of an agency of settlement that 
has commanded their confidence and approval in 
the past, a precedent may also be set of vast pos- 
sibilities of injury to them and the employe class 
in the future. 

They cannot utilize disinterested arbitrament 
when it promises justice to themselves and capri- 
ciously reject it when it promises justice to others. 
Wages and hours should be secondary matter with 
them, too, and the first consideration support for 
the principle that has yielded them so many past 
benefits. If arbitration, like other human instru- 
ments, has had its disappointing features, the rem- 
edy is not rejection of the principle, but perfection 
of the machinery of arbitration. 


Even tf the men win by force they will have 
incurred damagtny moral losses. A atrike 
caused by an obstinate repudiation of intelli- 
gent means of strike settlement means ulti- 
mately and inevitably a day of reckoning. 
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TAXING PROFITS ON EXPORTS. 

The curious contention was made in Congress 
that a tax on the profits obtained from exported 
munitions of war would be legal though the Con- 
stitution prohibits a tax on exports. If such a 
tax would be legal, why would not a tax on the 
gross sum received for exported munitions be 
legal? And if the equivalent of an ad valorem 
tax on such exports would be legal, why would 
not a specific or any other kind of tax on them 
be legal? 

Congress wisely decided to resort to another 
form of taxation and not attempt so hazardous 
an experiment. 
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MEN ARE SLAVES. 

Every summer when the mercury approaches 
90 degrees, multitudes of men declare that the 
time has come for them to emancipate themselves 
and to vindicate their right to dress rationally 
in hot weather. That is as far as their rebellion 
ever goes. When the temperature falis they sink 
back tamely into the old servitude to convention 
and forget their dreams of freedom from the 
tyranny of clothes. 

Some day a great reformer or social uplifter 
or revivalist will start a popular movement or in- 
vent a new religion intended to restore common 
sense in men’s dress. The present generation 
awaits his coming, helpless to set itself free. It 
lacks the moral impulse to make the honest ef- 
fort. For men are born to be slaves, and only

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AS INTERPRETED BY MR. HARDING. 

Senator Warren B. Harding, before the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the Rotary Club at San 
Antonio, Tex., Jan. 9, 1915, made a speech whose 
general character can be judged from the follow- 
ing passage: 

I am unalterably of the belief that the United 
Rtates must never seek territorial aggrandize- 
ment by force of arms. But there is destiny in 
the affairs of nations. You have your Alamo 
here as evidence of what men will do for the 
sake of principle and the Civil War was neces- 
sary to settle a great issue. The wonderfully 
rich resources of Mexico will never be brought 


into its own until it has been brought under 
the civilizing influence of the United States 
flag. I am not in a position to say how that 
end should be accomplished, but something must 
be done. 

No “territorial aggrandizement by force of 
arms,” but we can find some other excuse for 
war and then let nature take her course. A 
fight for principle first and territorial aggran- 
dizement afterward. °

as the spokesman of his party in utterances of 
the highest party importance. Did he represent 
the Republican purpose in this San Antonio ad- 
dress? Did he represent Mr. Hughes’ purpose? 
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Neither of the leading candidates will get 
the woman vote through his beauty. 
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THE WOMAN WITH A HOE. 

The first “man with a hoe” was not a man at 
all, but a woman, declares Miss Mary Semple Scott 
in her magazine, The Missouri Woman. 7 

“The first hoe that ever dug in the earth is 
woman’s invention,” she affirms, “and what roy- 
alties would be hers if she had patented it!” By 
a curious antithesis, the first hair tongs were in- 
vented by a man. Be that as it may, the editor of 
The Missouri Woman in a back-to-the-farm dis- 
cussion informs us that there are at present 3000 
women farmers in Missouri, and— 

They are women who farm intelligently, 
scientifically and successfully. They study 
the bulletins sent out by the State Board of 
Agriculture, they compete at the State and 
county fairs—often carry off the highest 
honors—and they have Leen quick to realize 
that co-operation between city and country 
is of utmost importance to both. The three 
thousand women farmers of Missouri make 
good profits in time of peace. In time of war 
they could, very likely, feed the entire State 
if all the men farmers should be drafted into 
military service. 

Of one of the typical successful examples cited, 
we read that she displays an unusual executive 
ability in farm management, occupies positions of 
responsibility and leadership on State Commis- 
sions, ‘‘is a prominent club woman, extensive trav- 
eler, a woman of culture, and personally is tall, 
well-formed and always handsomely gowned.” 

Of another example of “efficient farm manage- 
ment,” we read that she has been making money 
annually on 200 acres in wheat, and extensive 
stock-raising; of another who “raises hogs under 
glass’”—that is to say, she attracted wide attention 
a few years ago, during a blizzard winter, when 
other farmers were losing livestock by freezing, 
through resourcefully converting her greenhouses 
into shelter. Another Missouri woman farmer is 
widely recognized as an expert in fine hogs. Her 
Berkshires have taken prizes wherever shown, and 
her corn exhibited at San Francisco carried off the 
exposition gold medal. 

We gather that in Missouri at least, and prob- 
ably elsewhere, woman does better as the farmer 
than as the farmer's wife. It must be true, in view 
of The Missouri! Woman’s showing, that many 
farms would thrive better if the wives undertook 
their management “from sun to sun” and relegated 
the men to the menial and kitchen and laundry 
drudgery which js “never done.”

‘GIVE US WORK.’’ 
The German prisoners of war have no humor 
and cannot find their own amusements, said Sena- 
tor Emil Dupont in the Chambre des Deputes in 
Paris in rendering his annual report about the 
prison camps, of which he fs in charge. He said: 

The men sit around, generally by singles, 
and seem morose and depressed. I have at 
various times attempted to have them play 
some games. But they seem to know no 
games. A few musicians among them lighten 
the atmosphere somewhat. But the general 
result is that the musicians are left alone after 
a while, one after the other ef the prisoners 
sneaking away, until they are all gone. I 
have tried cards, chess, domino, checkers, 
aquatic sports, wrestling and racing; but the 
prisoners enjoy none of them. So 1 have been 
compelled to give them work; and since then 
groups gather at my office every morning 
begging to be given work. 

M. Dupont laid especial emphasis on this feature 
of his report. He continued: 

I do not want some historian to tell us 
later that the prisoners of war went back 
afflicted with melancholia, or with some other 
form of insanity; nor do I want it put into the 
books that I forced the men to work. They 
work from cholee. The first intimation I had 
of the need of work was from an American 
alientst, who bore a permit to visit the camps. 
When he came back after a six-days’ tour, he 
told me that the men were “going crazy,” and 
that I must give them something to do. 

I tried it on a small batch and found it te 
work like a charm. 

I furnish them shovels and picks, axes, hoes, 
rakes and hatchets. Some I put to charcoal 
burning. Others I had dig irrigation trenches. 
The charcoal making is the easier; but the 
prisoners all seem to prefer digging. 


M. Dupont spoke sympathetically of the “soul- 
stirring hours” he has with these men. In 
the morning he distributes their mail and de-

THE PUBLIC INTEREST. 
Pittsburg Dispatch: Looking back at railroad 
history it is being pointed out that the railroads 
themselves are larggly to blame for the magnitude 
of the present problem. Formerly negotiations 
were carried on between separate systems and 
their employes. Then the dickering was enlarged 
into sectional territories, Eastern, Southwestern 
and Western. The next step was the combined 
action of the various brotherhoods, this being the 
first time that all four have acted as a unit, as well 
as the first time that all the railroads in the coun- 
try were involved. These various expansions wére 
due to the failure in the first instance to adjust 
disputes locally or on each system. The getm of 
combination was in the air and managers as well 
as leaders were bitten ‘by it.¢ Now they have 
reached the ultimate point where the transporta- 
tion service of the entire country is affected. 
It is estimated by the railroads that the increase 
demanded, affecting 1700 railroads, comprising 
225 systems, will add an expense of approximately 
$100,000,000 a year to the cost of railroad operation, 
which the public wil have to pay. But modera- 
tion on both sides might keep it much below that 
figure. The bargaining should not overlook the 
interest of the public, which must in time react 
upon the railroads themselves and those employed 
upon them. This consideration, forced upon pub- 
lic opinion, may eventually lead to a demand for 
regulation of wages as well as rates on the trans- 
portation systems by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission or similar Federal authority. 


STEEL TRUST AND ITS MJNERS. 

Chicago Journal: While the steel trust is 
paying extra dividends and praying for the success 
of Charles E. Hughes, its miners up in the Mesaba 
range, in Northern Minnesota, are striking for 
such elementary things as an eight-hour day, a 
minfmun wages of $3 per day for underground 
workers and pay day twice a month. 

The report on this strike just made to the Fed- 
eral Committee on Industrial Relations shows the 
same features of oppression and serfdom that be- 
came familiar in the great struggle in Colorado. 
There is the same corporation lawlessness and fa- 
yoritism, the same petty exactions from the men, 
the same, lack of any real industrial liberty, the 
same reliance on brute force and starvation to 
crush any complaint which the workers may offer. 
The only difference is that in Colorado the Rocke- 


‘feller gunmen were mustered into the State mi- 


litia, while the Steel Trust gunmen in Minnesota 
fight for “law and order” in the guise of Deputy 
Sheriffs. 

It is not eazy to foresee any success for the strik- 
ers under present conditions.

ALL AMERICAN CITIZENS. 

Pittsburg Gazette-Times: Particularly perti- 
nent_were Charles Evans Hughes’ remarks to a 
committee of factory welfare workers at De- 
troit yesterday in which he informally discussed 
the relations of capital and labor. Democracy 
can’t stand strife between the two elements, he 
said. “We are not laborers or capitalists; we are 
all American citizens.” Just now there are rup- 
tures between some groups and breaches between 
other groups threaten, all in lines of endeavor di- 
rectly affecting the conifort, convenience, safety— 
the very livelihood—of a large portion of the 
American people, Surely, here are instances in 
which paramount consideration should be given to 
the public, in which patriotic duty should not be 
forgotten or ignored, in which it should be re- 
membered that “we are all American citizens.” 
Welfare work in the factory that has for its ob- 
ject consideration of the worker, not as a mere 
instrument of production, but as a human being, 
is but the beginning of that greater effort which, 
carried to its logical end, makes for national har~ 
mony and the realization that as American citizens 
we have a common interest, that we are brothers 
all. 


MR. HUGHES’ CALL TO WAR. 

Philadelphia Record: He was profuse in his 
demands that Americans and their property in 
Mexico should be as safe as they are in the United 
States. Mexico has had no Government for nearly 
six years that had power to protect life and prop- 
erty in all the states. The protection Mr. Hughes 
demands cannot be obtained from Mexico until it 
shall create a stable Government, or until the 
United States shall conquer the country and set up 
a Government there. 

What Mr. Hughes demands, if he is really in 
earnest, is that the United States shall make 
war on Mexico, subdue all the disorderly elements 
as well as the supporters of the de facto Govern- 
ment, and erect a Government that will protect the 
haciendas of William Randolph Hearst and the 
mines of Senator Fall. The voters ought not to be 
imposed upon. They should know just exactly 
what would be involved in electing Mr. Hughes 
President. No intelligent person can read his 
speech of acceptance without seefng that it is 
either a sham or an appeal for war with Mexico. 


TO MEDDLE OR NOT TO MEDDLE. 

New York Globe: The basic assumption on 
which Mr. Hughes, in his Detroit address, built 
his criticism of the administration's Mexican pol- 
icy is that in Mexico a Government has existed 
able to protect American lives and property. “We 
should have said,”’ declared Mr. Hughes, “that we 
insisted upon the protection of the lives and prop- 
erty of American citizens, of just protection, such 
protection as we are entitled to from a Government 
that performs the function of Government.” 

But the melancholy fact is that for more than 
three years (since the murder of Madero) no re- 
sponsible Government has existed in Mexico. It 
is idle to postulate a unified Mexico which may 
be rigidly called to account. No such unified Mex- 
ico has existed. In the early stages of Mexico’s in- 
ternal conflict, when outrages against Americans 
were committed in Northern Mexico, Huerta was 
able to say that the acts occurred beyond his 
actual jurisdiction. When similar outrages oc- 
curred in Huerta territory, Carranza likewise dis- 
claimed blame. The republic, raided over, had no 
center of responsibility. There was no Mexico in 
ar. international sense that could be held to the 
fulfilment of treaty obligations. Maxims of inter- 
national law that assume national unity have little 
relevance when anarchical conditions are present 
in a country. It is little profit to discuss the 
Mexican problem except the fact that Mexico has 
been in revolution and that revolution creates 
abnormal conditions. A strictly legalistic attitude

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bly have produced results even more satisfactory 
than have flowed from its indecision. 

When the Huerta-Diaz conspirators overthrew 
the Constitutional Government of Mexico and mur- 
dered its chief civil War immediately broke out be- 
tween those who favored Constitutional Govern- 
ment and those who favored the tyrant. Our Am- 
bassador, while the blood of Madero was stil] 
warm, advised President Taft to recognize the 
Government headed by Madero's murderer. Presj- 
dent Taft refused. He did not believe Huerta; 
coming to power as he did, would be able to re- 
store order to Mexico. President Wilson agreed 
with his predecessor. Events justified the joint 
judgment. Huerta was stronger the day of his 
I Mexico 
steadily fell away from him. The number of troops 
fighting him equaled the number of guns that 
cowvfid be obtained. It borders on childishness to 
say that if Huerta had been “recognized” Mexicans 
forthwith would have become his obedient slaves. 
The history of Latin Americans shows that dicta- 
tors are not able to establish and to maintain 
order. f 

That anarchical conditions would be present for 
a long time, with the disregard of American rights 
as a corollary, became a certainty when Madero 
was murdered. No policy at Washington short of 
intervention would have materially altered the 
facts. But two courses were open to us. One was 
to intervene in Mexico for the establishment of 
order. ‘The first effect of this would have been, 
of course, to make the anarchy worse and to sac- 
rifice every American interest in Mexico. Ulti- 
mately doubtless we should have conquered, at 
least in the towns. The other course was hot to 
intervene, and to pursue a hand-to-mouth tenta- 
tive policy in the hope that if left alone the fire 
would burn itself out and Mexico would develop 
a Government that could be held to aecounta- 
bility. 

If elected President, Mr. Hughes must follow one 
or the other of these policies. He does not indi- 
cate with clearness which it will be. His insistence 
on the protection of American interests suggests 
that he is an interventionist; on the other hand, 
he distinctly says that the Mexicans should under- 
stand that’ we do not intend to meddle in their 
affairs. Intervention, of course, would be the 
grossest kind of meddling. 


WHY LABOR IS “HUMAN.” 

New York World: The discovery by Mr. Hughes 
at Detroit that the American workingman is a 
human being would bé more thrilling if the Dem- 
ocratic Sixty-third Congress had not seen and pro- 
claimed the fact, with President Wilson's ap- 
proval, on Oct. 15, 1914. 

‘In the Clayton amendment of the anti-trust law, 
which became effective on that date, it is writ- 
ten that “the labor of a human being is not a 
commodity or an article of commerce.” This en- 
actment was made necessary by a decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, of which 
Mr. Hughes was a member for six years. The law 
has been truly called ‘“‘labor’s bill of rights.” 

When that great measure was pending, the party 
which Mr. Hughes represents did not in the main 
feel about it as he does now. Most of its repre- 
sentatives in Congress denounced the Democrats 
and President Wilson for “surrendering” to dema- 
goguts. On the passage of the bill in the Senate, 
only seven Republicans out of a membership of 
45, and in the House only 41 Republicans out of 
a membership of 127, voted with the Democrats. 

Some courage was needed to pass the Clayton 
bill. It corrected many a politician, gave new law 
to every lawyer and reversed the practices of the 
highest courts. It may seem a little bold for the

who headed the conference, follows: 

According to the agreement which he 
says has been mage with the allied 
Governments, whose representatives 
took part in the economic conference, 
Clementel, Minister of Commerce, the 
president of the conference, has pub- 
lished the resolutions adopted. Follow- 
ing’ is the text of these resolutions, pre- 
ceded by the following declaration 
made in the name of all the allies. 

The representatives of the allied Gov- 
ernments have met in Paris under the 
presidency of Clementel, Minister of 
Commerce, on June 14-17, 1916, in or- 
der to execute the commission given 
to them by the Paris Conference of 
March 28, 1916, and to practically show 
their solidarity of views and interests 
and to propose to their respective Gov- 
ernments appropriate measures for the 
realization of this solidarity. 

They state that, after the military 
fight has been fmposed upon them in 
spite of all efforts to avoid the con- 
flict, the Central Empires of Europe 
are today preparing, in conjunction with 
their allies in the economic field, a fight 
which will not only last beyond the re- 
establishment of the peace, but which 
will, In that moment, assume its great- 
est extension and intensity. 

Dangers Pointed Ont. 

Consequently they must be, aware 
of the fact that the agreements which 
are under way to this effect among 
their enemies, have the pwrpose of 
evidently establishing their domina- 
tion of the production and the mar- 
Kets of the entire world and of im- 
pesing on the other countries an in- 
acceptable hegemony. 

In the face of such a grave danger 
the representatives of the allied Gov- 
ernments deemed it their duty, 
their endeavors to take the necessary 
and legitimate steps of defense, to 
undertake and realize now all steps} 
which appear to be most appropriate; 
on the one hand, in order to assure 
for themselves and for all the mar- 
kets of the neutral countries, the full 
economical independence and the re- 
spect for sound commercial practice, 
and on the other hand, in order to 
facilitate the organization of the per- 
manent rule of their economic al- 


liance. 
Text of Resolutions. 


To this effect the representatives of 
the allied Governments have decided 
to submit to the approval of the said 
Governments the following resolu- 
tions: 

Measures for the time of the war: 

1. The laws and rules, forbidding 
the trading with an enemy, shall be 
brought tnto harmony. 

To this end— 

(a) Will the allies forbid to their 
nations and to every person residing 
within their territory all commerce 
with 

1. The Inhabitants of enemy coun- 
tries, whatever be their nationality. 

2. The enemy subjects, wherever 
these subjects reside. 

3. The persons, commercial houses 
and concerns, whose business is, part- 
ly or wholly, controlled by enemy sub- 
jects, or subject to the influences of 
the enemy, and who will be named in 
a special list 

(b) They wilt prohibit the entrance 
into their territory of all goods origi- 
nally coming or shipped from enemy 
countries. 

(c) They will consider the establish- 
ment of a rule permitting the cancela- 


with enemy subjects or detrimental to 
the national interest. 
Other Restrictions Cited. 

2. The commercial houses owned or 
exploited by enemy subjects in the ter- 
ritory of the allied countries shall be 
sequestrated or controlled. Steps shall 
be taken to the effect, to liquidate cer- 
tain houges of this kind as well as the 
goods belonging to them, and the sums 
thus realized shall rest under sequéstra- 
tion or control. 

3. Outside of the prohibition of ex- 
ports, made necessary by the interior 
situation of each one of the allies, the 
latter will complete—in the mother coun- 
try as well as in the Dominions the pro- 
tectorates and the colonies-the steps 
already taken against the revictualling 
of the enemy— 

First, by unifying the lists of contra- 
band of war and of export prohibition, 
and especially by prohibiting the export 
of all goods declared as absolute and 
conditional contraband of war; 

Second, by subordinating the granting 
of export permits into neutral countries, 
from whence the reforwarding into en- 
emy territory could take place, be this 
in these.countries through the medium 
of already existing control-organs ap- 
proved of by the allies, be this—in the 
absence of such organizations—by means 
of special guarantees, such as the limita- 
tion of the quantities to be exported, 
the control of the allied consular agents, 
etc, 

1, Proclaiming their solidarity for the 
restoration of the countries which are 
the victims~-of the destructions, spolia- 
tions and abusive requisitions, the allies 
deAide to find, together, ways and means 
to have these countries restituted, under 
special privileges, or to help them to 
reconstitute their raw materials, their 
industrial and farming tools, their live 
stock and their merchant marine, 

II. In view of the fact that the war 
has ended all commerical treaties which 
bound them to the enemy Powers, and 
considering that it is of essential in- 


in, 


Minister of Commerce and Industry, | an understanding in regard to fixing 


a period of time, during which the 
trade of the enemy Powers shall be sub- 
ject to special] rules and where the goods 
coming from these countries shall be 
subject to either prohibition or to 
special rules which must be efficient. 

The allies will come to an under. 
standing through diplomatic channels 
in regard to these special rules to be 
imposed during the above-named pe- 
riod on the ships of the enemy Pow. 
ers. 

5. The allies will consider al}! 
common and particular steps to be 
taken, in order to prevent enemy 
subjects in their territory from do- 
ing business in certain industries or 
professions, which are of interest for 


the national defense or the economic 
independence. 

1. The allies decide te take, at 
once, the steps in order to 
free themselves entirely from the de- 
pendence from enemy countries in 
regard to raw materials as well as 
manufactured goods, which are ¢s- 
sential for the normal development 
of their economic activity. 

These steps must tend to insuring 
the independence of the allies not 
only in regard to the sources of sup- 
pies, but also concerning: the finan- 
cial, commercial and maritime or- 
ganization.

than the mere desire of economical 
expansion. 


“With the products of our mer- 
chants and industrials the conscience 
of the free nations will go evrery- 
where into the world tomorrow 


“We shall lead this economical fight 
in the French manner, tn order to or- 
ganize the work of the nations ac- 
cording to their own genius, and not 
in the German manner in order to 
subdue them. 

“Our enemies continue forging the 
arms of oppression. The Dyestuff 
Trust has just closely gathered 
around the Badische Anilin Co. other 
factories which represent more than 
ene billion; their admitted purpose is: 
to preserve after the war their su- 
premacy, owing to which Germany 
supplied up to now 87 per cent of the 
world’s consumption in dyestuffs, and 
on account of which we were oom- 
pelled to raise new products for an 
intensive production of melinite which 
we need. 

“The ‘dumping’ is the favorite 
weapon of Germany for the conquest 
of commercial supremacy. It is a mul- 
titude of measures, such as direct or 
round-about expert premiums, sale at 
higher prices in the inland than in 
foreign countries, etc., which have the 
purpose of ruining foreign competing 
industries. We must not deceive our- 
selves: low market prices created br 
the “dumping” is but ephemeral: it 
prepares the way for costly ransoms. 
In places where the German trade is 
established, it is not only @ tribute 
which it receives, it ts rather a pre- 
pared occupation. The work of peace 
discuises the work of war. 

“trowever, this is not all; now al- 
ready commences the effort of the 
Germans to take into their hands the

Saeneee all these measures the Paris 
Conference has made its dispositions: 
if we Wave been surprised by the out- 
break of the war. we shall not be sur- 
prised by the coming peace. The al- 
lies are, economically, the stronger ones. 
They represent & population of 400 mil- 
lion inhabitants and are holMing the 
larger part of raw materials, such as 
nickel and platinum, aluminum (bauxite) 
is entirely In the hands of the allies; the 
manganese in a proportion of §4 per cent. 

“as to hemp, the production of the 
allies is four and one-half times larger 
than that of the enemies; as to linseed, 
the allies hold four-fifths of the produc- 
tion of the world. In raw wool thev are 
11 times stronger than their adversaries: 
in asllk, eight times; they have the 
monopoly in jute, and if the neutral na- 
tions are having 4 larger share with the 
allies in the production of cotton, their 
adversaries have none. 

Allies Each te Act Alene. 

“The economic superiority of the allies 
is evident. In order to insure it, it was 
not for a moment & question during the 
conference to adopt a common custom 
tax policy; everyone of the allies will 
retain its full independence. Each 
product will, between the states interest- 
ed in the respective article be treated 
in separate negotiations. The combina- 
tions can infinitely vary. 

“another principle of the allied Gov- 
ernments in the war of legitimate eco- 
nomical defense, which they will under- 
take, is, not to attack anyone. The neu- 
trals have nothing to fear; we work in 
order to make them free. Break the 
German economic hegemony and you 
break a danger menacing them. 

“By augmenting the productive forces 
of the allied countries we shall make 
them more capable than In the past to 
oppose the tentative oppression of which 
any other, nation might make itself 
guilty in the future; thus we fight for 
the maintenance of peace. 

“We shall succeed because we are 
using against our adversaries the same 
weapon which made them superior to 
ours—the spirit of discipline.

ner for the requirements of the Ger- 
mans. The others, making goods which 
could compete with the German indus- 
try, have been thoroughly pillaged. Not 
only the raw materials have been car- 
ried off, but also the machines have 
been knocked down and sent to Ger- 
many. In the other plants there re- 
main not even the transmission belts, 
and the copper has been, in large quan- 
tities, carried away. Finally, the raw 
materials in stock in these factories 
have taken their way to Germany. 

“These damages do not have weight 
on all of the allied nations; neverthe- 
less, all of them have declared their 
solidarity for the reparations to be 
made. This solidarity will express it- 
self by precise facts, for instance, En- 
gland will furnish us the material which 
we need for our textile industry before 
supplying others. Our policy is one of 
realities. The Central Empires have to 
restore what they have taken. 

“Everybody knows how the Article II 
of the Treaty of Frankfort has con- 
stituted, in the hands of the Germans, 
owing to the specializations permitted 
to them, to evade it wherever it suited 
them to do so, a powerful economic 
weapon. The same clause will never 
‘appear again. The unanimous agree- 
ment of the allies on this point, even 
including Russia and Italy, towards 
whom the Germans strongly hoped for 
maintenance vf their privileged situa- 
tion, shows to what degree the people 
desire to be freed from the economic 
domination which weighed so aeavily 
on them. 

“This exclusion of Germany must 
have as a corollary the creation of 
new commercial channels for the 
products which we allied nations have 
furnished to Germany. Italy pro- 
duces yearly from 260 to 300 millions 
of early vegetables, fruits and other 
perishable eatables. If the German 
markets will partly be closed to them, 
reduced transit tariffs must permit 
them to come to the markets of the 
allies. In the rest, Germany, after 
her long constraint which she suf- 
fered, will probably be in a hurry to 
open again her ports, without any 
terms, to alimentary products. 


“Russia can see, as to her grain, 
to find other markets than the feed- 
ing of the Germans. Industrial al- 
cohol is offering them almost un- 
limited usages. The war has devel- 
oped the use of machinery to such an 
extent that gasoline becomes scarce; 
lacking it, Russia will send us the 
necessary alcohol for our motor pow- 
ers, our aeroplanes and our automo- 
biles. 


Preserving Natural Resources, 


“The free disposal of raw materials 
is an essential factor of the econo- 
mic power of a nation. Germany has 
been mistress of foreign minerals 
which she converted,in her territory. 
The same thing applied to Australian 
zinc, to Bauxite of the Provence, to 
the asbestos of Russia and Scotland. 
The allies are now determined not 
to leave these essential materials to 
other nations. Mr. Hughes, Prime 
Minister of Australia, has declared to 
me that not a gram of zinc shall go 
to Germany from Australia in the 
future, even if our enemies should 
ask for the double quantity, which 
they bought before. 


“The allies have considered the 
necessary steps to avoid that their in- 
dustries should again be the victims 
of the commercial methods employe! 
by the Teuton Empires, especially of 
the “dumping.” They pledged them- 
selves to make subject (during a 
period of time to be agreed upon 
among themselves) goods coming 
from enemy countries to either pro- 
hibition or to special rules, which 
would permit the allies to efficiently 
cope with all attempts of “dumping.” 
This agreement is the more neces- 
Sary, aS now already Germany has 
riled up in her territory considerable 
quantities of goods manufactured to 
a large part from raw materials taken 
from the invaded territory. It could 
not be allowed that after the end of 
the war the Germanic Empires should 
be enabled to improve their exchange 
rate by selling to the allies the goods 
produced with raw materials belong- 
ing to them. 


Industries Involved in Defense, 


“The allies also wanted to avoid the 


interference of the enemy nations in 
their national life. Certain professions 


such as the banking, stock jobbers ex- 
ercised by either Germans or Austro- 
Hungarians, gave them an opportu- 
nity of intervening inour financial or- 
ganization. The commercial agencies 
of France gave the enemy the posst- 
bility of being up to date in regard to 
the commercial and industrial situa- 
tion of numerous enterprises, also in 
regard to their credit standing, to 
their needs in raw and other materials. 
A clever organization permitted these 
agencies to become a formidable com- 
mercial medium of espionage. 


“Another point: the transportation 
companies on land and at sea, con- 
stituted by enemy subjects have suc- 
ceeded to drain France, in favor of 
foreign campanies, from a large por- 
tion of foreign freight. The allies 
have pledged themselves to use all 
means in order to forestall a reoc- 
currence of this state of affairs. 

“For the period following the end 
ov the war the allies have foreseen a 
number of measures destined to com- 
plete those mentioned before. The 
allies will, notably, make an agree- 
ment in order to supply themselves 
mutually (by taking stock of their 
respective resources) with the mate- 
rials which they require for their in- 
dustries. 

“Thus they will considerably re- 
duce the purchase formerly made in 
enemy countries. In order to bring 
to value their natural riches, they 
will grant each other as much ald 
as possible, be this ir regard to 
finances, be it for scientific and tech- 
nical researches, or be it in regard 
to improving their transportation 
facilities. 


‘Protection to Their Rights. 

“They finally will protect them- 
sclves efficiently by a number of 
measures and agreements among 
themselves in regard to the indica- 
tion of origin, patent rights, protec- 
tion of factory and trade marks. In 
this way they propose to avoid com- 
petition so frequently illoyal, to 
which they were subject on the part 
of enemy subjects. 

“All these measures,” concluded the 
Minister, “are forming a complete 
program of the economic action, 
which the allies will not hesitate to 
take up.” 
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Colombian Army on Swiss Lines. 
GENEVA, Aug. 12.—The Government 


of Colombia has requested the Swiss 
Governmen;, ‘to send three competent 
Swiss officers for a period of three 
years to reorganize the Colombian army 
along Swiss ines. 
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following the Belgrade-Salonica Rail- 
road. If they can reach Nish, they will 
cut the railread which binds Berlin 
and Vienna to Constantinopk, and, save 
for Danube River steamera, isolate Bul- 
garia and Turkey from their allies. 

There is also certain to be a joint oper- 
ation by the Servians, who are already 
active before Monastir, and the Ttal- 
lana, who hold Valona. The former will 
undertake to clean the Bulgarians and 
Austrians out of the Monastir plain, tak- 
ing the city of Monastir. The latter 
will endeavor to clear Albania and reach 
the old Montenegrin frontier, with the 
city of Scutari as their objective. 

Finally, there is bound to be some ef- 
fort made to move east and drive the 
Austro-German troops out of the lower 
reaches of the Struma Valley and east- 
ward along the Saloniki-Adriunopie Rail- 
road, but this last will hardly be of more 
than minor importance, unless the allies 
shall undertake to follow the route of 
the Greek King up the Struma Valley, 
toward Sofia, which is unlikely, in view 
of the extreme difficulty of transport itn 
this region and the strength for the 
defensive supplied by the mountain po- 
sitions. 

Delay Helps Allies. 

Why have the allies so far postponed 
their thrust? The answer must be found 
in political as well as military considera- 
tions. The attacks upon Austria and 
Germany by Russia on the east and by 
Britain and France on the west have 
already compelled the central Powers 
to withdraw a considerable portion of 
their troops from the Balkans. In fact, 
the withdrawals began at the time the 
German blow at Verdun was being pre- 
pared. This leaves more and more of 
the burden of defending Macedonia to 
the Bulgarians, and it gives the Salonica 
army of the allies an increasing advan- 
tage in numbers. There are evidences, 
too, that Italy, already on the offensive 
along the Trentino front, is about to 
attack at the Izonso. This might com- 
pel the Austrians to recall their last 
battalions from the Balkans, as they 
have already called home most of their 
troops in Albania. 

In such a situation Bulgaria would 
either have to face a combat wholly un- 
equal or else change sides. No one will 
predict that the latter will happen, but 
no one will believe that it is impossible. 
The war has not gone as the Bulgarians 
expected, and, despite the easy con- 
quest of Macedonia, Bulgaria has since 
had to bear the great costs of a pro- 
tracted war, the end of which does not 
appear in view. She undertook to help 
destroy Servia, but will she remain to 
fight Britain and France as well? This 
is the political riddle. 

The military considerations are 
simpler. The longer the allies wait 
at Saloniki, while the pressure 
against the central Powers on all the 
the fewer 
German and Austrian troops will re- 
main to bar their way to the Danube 
and the more certain they will be of 
a decisive success. This, I think, is 
the main factor. We shall hear many 
rumors of Bulgarian surrender. They 
may prove accurate, but I do not be- 
lieve allied strategy is chiefly based 
on the notion that Bulgaria, having 
sold out to Berlin, can be bought back 
by London and Paris, in advance of 
a real military disaster in the field. 

But unquestionably such a disaster 
would bring the collapse of Bulgaria. 
The war is unpopular, although all 
Bulgaria desires to have and to hold 
Macedonia and see Servia reduced to 
nothing. There is the bitter memory 
of the fiasco of the second Balkan 
war, and there is a strong Russo- 
phile party, which has no immediate 
powcr, but is by no means inactive. 
If Bulgaria, by gold or by defeat, 
should be brought to change sides, 
then the whole camplexion of affairs 
in the Balkans would be changed and 
there would be a permanent and com- 
plete severance of communications 
between the central Powers and Tur- 
key, with the cessation of the flow 
of the munitions necessary to main- 
tain Turkish military forces and the 
subventions which keep Turkish 
finance going. 


Ir is safe to conclude that some}: 


¢{me in the next two or three months 
at least before the Balkin winter ap- 
proaches, we shall see a great thrust 
out from Salonica. If it succeeds then 
there will be the biggest change in 
Bethmann-Hollweg’s war map. that 
can be conceived of and there will 
be the complete extinction of the 
chief hope that German statesmen 
and publicists cling to, of a greater 
Germany after the war and a future 
for German economio and colonial ex- 
pansion beyond the frontiers of the 
German emplre of 1914. 

If the thrust fails, then the situa- 
tton will be Jeft as it is and the out- 
look for the future will depend on 
the progress of lack of progress that 
has been made in the Eastern and 
Western and Italian fields. But the 
longer the attack is delayed, while 
the other offensives are calling back 
the German and Austrian troops in 
the Balkans, the surer the allies will 
be of success and the less will be the 
Bulgarian enthusiasm for remaining 
with her present partners. 

Remember, always, too, that the allies 
ean offer Bulgaria the Thracian dis- 
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jerations. Its relation to all the other 14 
perfectly clear, and the fact that it is 
contemplated indicates the manner in 
which allied military direction has now 
been co-ordinated and the movements on 
all fronts harmonized. 

But it is essential to emphasize the 
difficulties of the Balkan campaign. The 
Vardar valicy is in many places little 
more than a canyon, the Germans have 
had alse na A months to construct defensive 


| positions for their allies and the coun- 


try is so restricted that the advantage 
of numbers, which the opponents of Bul- 
garia plainly possess, will be consider- 
ably, if not decisively, offset, again the 
real test will come in the matter of ar- 
tillery. 

The road to Skoplie and Nish is, then, 
long and hard. Until the allies reach 
Nish their campaign will have no ie- 
cisive value, although a successful ej+c- 


tion of the Bulgars from Macedcria 
may, by depriving them of their prof 
in the German alliance, cool their loy- 
alty to their partners and open the way 
for a change of alignment. All in all. 
the Balkan campaign may prove the 
most interesting and the most impor- 
tant of the present summer and autumn. 
It is worth close watcning, and it re- 
veals the rapidly mounting curve of al- 
| lied resources and the patent weaker.- 


ing of the strength of the central Paw-. 
ers, since they have been compelled so 
greatly to reduce their effectives on this 
highly tmportant front. 

Allied victory here will have a tremen- 
dous effect in Bucharest and in Constac- 
tinople, but these are things that may 
well wait upon the progress of the ca ?- 
paign itself. What should be realised ts 
that the British and French drive at the 
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Gaticia and Volhynia are only comp > 
nent parts of one comprehensive scheme. 
which also includes an Italian attack cn 
the Isonzo and «a thrust up from Salona- 
fea. Thts combined and concentrated at- 
tack on several fronts simultaneously 
ig nothing more or leas than 
strategy of 1564, and once more there is 
great light to be found by «a study of 
the Civil War campaigns of the clos'ng 
year.

PEACE CONFERENCE, 
DR. AKED DECLARES 


Former Pastor of Rockefeller’s 
Church Tells His Experiences 
With Ford Expedition. 


CONFLICT CONTINUOUS 


Was Only One of Five Commis- 
sioners From American Party 
to Report at Stockholm. 


The Rev. Dr. Charles F. Aked of San 
Francisco, formerly pastor of John D. 
Rockefeller’s church in New York, tells, 
in the current issue of the Congregation- 
alist and Christian World, published in 
Boston, of his experiences as a member 
of the Ford Peace Expedition last win- 
ter. 

“Tl was quickly disillusioned,” he 
writes. ‘“‘We went to end the war in 
Europe. We started more than one war 
of our own. We breathed an atmos- 
phere of suspicion, of intrigue, of hos- 
tility. Jealousy was our meat and 
drink. 

“Mr. Ford left us a few days after 
landing, left us without a word of ex- 
planation or farewell, left us secretly, 
in the small hours of the morning, after 
telling us at night that he would cer- 
tainly continue the journey with us the 
next day. Mr. Ford’s business repre- 
sentative, who remained, represented to 
me that it was Mr. Ford’s wish that 
Judge Lindsey and myself should ‘see 
this thing through.’ I felt that there 
was an element of cowardice in running 
away. I remained. 

Fellow Commissioners Deserted Him. 

“Later, when it camé to electing the 
five persons to represent the Ford ex- 
pedition in the international conference, 
his man of business asked me to be one 
of the five. He told me that Mr. Ford 
would pay me whatever sum I chose to 
ask. I named an amount sufficient to 
compensate me for my loss of salary, 
etc. I signed a six month’s contract. 
The names of the other four members 
of the American delegation appeared to 
guarantee dignified and honorable serv- 
ice—Henry Ford, W. J. Bryan, Jane 
Addams and Mrs. Joseph Fels. The fact 
is, of course, that Mrs. Fels did not 
wait for the opening of the conference. 
Mr. Ford, Mr. Bryan and Miss Addams 
never came! 

“We went to Stockholm to establish 
the Neutral Conference. The evil in- 
fluence which had been at work in 
the Ford Expedition dominated the 
conference. The past was still with us— 
a terrible present. The strife in the 
trenches cannot be more bitter, nor its 
hatreds more deadly, than the strife 
and hatred of our conference ‘ses 

Debauched by Money. 

“There was too much money in the 
Ford Expedition. There was too much 
money in the Neutral Conference. It 
was handled recklessly. It was thrown 
about with both hands. Mr. Ford 
is making too much money and making 
it too rapidly. Mr. Ford’s money was 
flung about, never for his own ag- 
grandizement, never by him personally 
with an unworthy purpose. It was 
flung about unselfishly, with prodigal 
extravagance—yes, with wicked extrav- 
agance. It thrust a colosal temptation 
before the eyes of men and women only 
too ready to be tempted. It corrupted, 
It debauched.” 

Dr. Aked writes of his demand on 
Ford’s manger, in Stockholm, for ra- 
dical changes in the composition of the 
Neutral Conference, of his visit to De- 
troit, to place his demand before Ford 
and of his withdrawal when “Mr. Ford 
did not take my view.” His final com- 
ment is: “I have learned what I knew 
before, only I have learned it better— 
that the business of a preacher of the 
gospel is to preach the gospel.”

NEW WATER LILY CREATED 
AT BOTANICAL GARDENS 


Has Flowers 9 Inches Across, Blue 
at First, Then Changing to 
Pure White. 

A new water lily has been created 
in the lily ponds of the Missouri Bo- 
tanical Gardens, which is the pride of 
George H. Pring, who has been working 
tc improve the day-blooming water 

lilies. 

The new lily is a nymphea, its mother 
being the nymphea ovalifolia—one of 
the African varieties—a pure white lily 
with very narrow, long, pointed petals, 
about 20 in number and not compact: 
the leaves are oval and slightly splotch- 
ed with purple, the under side being a 
dark crimson. The father of the new 
Illy is a Missouri Botanical Garden hy- 
brid, having been created by Pring four 
years ago, and is yet without a name. 
It has superb lavender pink flowers, 
very compact, with about 40 short, 
broad petals forming a perfect cup: the 
leaves are small, round and light green 
in color. 

When the new lily first opens, the 
petals are delicate blue. soon changing 
to a pure white. The first flowers 
measure nine and one-half inches across 
There are about 23 petals, which are 
broad and long, with yellow stamens. 

Pring is now working on a new 
flower, He is working on the vivid red 
splotched strain. To fix the white type 
he will self-polinate one flower. To 
produce a large day-blooming pink lily 
he will cross it back with the father, 
which possesses the desired color and 
vigorous growing habit. He will then 
select a strong growing blue type and 
cross-polinate It and the new Iily and 
thus create a blue lily of the same size 
and growing habit of the new white 
flower. Pring has fixed the type of 
the father of the new white Hiy and 
the father will be given a name this 
year.

NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—The World 
this (Sunday) morning prints a story 
fom its Indianapolis correspondent 
telling of a recent exhibition of “in- 
terpretative” dancing on the lawn of 
Charles W. Fairbanks, Republican 
nominee for Vice President, and of the 
attempt of some Methodist ministers 
in Indianapolis to have Fairbanks’ pas- 
tor admonish him about it. Fairbanks 
ie a trustee of the Meridian Street 
Methodist -Episcopal Church, of which 
the Rev. Dr. Joshua Stansfield is pastor. 
On the afternoon of May 1) :ast, the 
delegates to the National Conference of 
Charities and Corrections were enter- 
rained on the Fairbanks’ lawn, on 
Meridian street. The former Vice Presi- 
dent with his daughter and daughter 
in-law, received the guests. There was 
a platform on the lawn, and two danc- 
ing exhibitions were given there. The 
first, by a pair society fox-trotters, 
was of the ballroom sort. The second 
was an “interpretative)’ series by Miss 


Ruth Page, 15 years old, and Miss 
Eleanor Shaler, 16.

. the elf and wood nymph pattern.. Elves 


and wood nymphs do not burden them- 
selves with superfluous clothing, else 
their dancing would not be the artistic 
success that it Is.

The Rev. John D. Jeffrey of the Mor- 
ris Street Methodist Church and the 
Rev. Charles G. Fritsche of the Nippert 
Memorial Methodist Church, were 
among the guests. They told the other 
Methodist ministers of Indianapolis, at 
the weekly ministerial meeting the fol- 
lowing Monday morning, that they con- 
sidered the dance improper. They did 
not think such things should be coun- 
tenanced by Methodists, and they 
thought a resolution on the _ subject 
should be passed, 

Compromise Is Reached. 

They were appointed to draw up such 
a resolution, but at the next meeting, 
a week later, another clergyman, the 
Rev. Albert Hulstone, announced that 
he had inquired into the matter and had 
satisfied himself that there»was no 
harm about the dancing. He opposed 
any action, but Pastors Jeffrey and 
Fritsche insisted on their view, and a 
compromise was reached. It was voted 
to refer the matter to Fairbanks’ pas- 
tor, Dr. Stansfield, with the suggestion 
that he should speak to Fairbanks if he 
saw fit. 

Dr. Stansfield was away from Indian- 
@polis at the time. Since his return he 
has not seen fit to speak about the mat- 
ter to’ Fairbanks, who is at present in 
Mackinac Island, Mich. Dr. Stansfield 
said to the World correspondent that 
he “thought the whole business. too 
silly and trivial’ for further notice. 
Fairbanks’ comment, when a corre- 
spondent at Mackinac asked him about 
the matter, was very much like that of 
his pastor. He hoped, the correspond- 
ent gathered, that there would not be 
as much talk about the dancing incident 
as there was, 12 years ago, about the 
cocktail that he didn’t drink, but that 
romehow got itself served at a _ politi- 
cal gathering at the #airbanks home, 
when he ran for Vice President the first 
time.

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| FINDS AN ASYLU 
IN SCENIC EUBOLA 


Greek* Island Where He Is Re- 
ported to Be Has a Place in 
Ancient History. 


wi 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Euboea, the 
Greek island in the Aegean Sea, where 
the exiled King Peter of Servia is re- 
ported to have found a temporary asy- 
lum, is the subject of a war geography 
bulletin issued by the National Geo- 
graphic Society from Washington, which 
Jays: 

“The northern promontories of Euboea, 
on one of which the aged, throneless sov- 
ereign is reported to have taken refuge. 
are the most interesting section of this 
island, which became a part of the 
kingdom of Greece in 1830. 

“Buboea corresponds in size almost 


exactly to Long Island, New York, hav- 


ing an area only four square miles larger 
than the Jatter. It extends along the 
northeastern shore of Greece, being a 
little less than 100 miles long, and vary- 
ing in width from four to 30 miles. 

“It is separated from Boeotia by the 
narrow Euboic Se1, which becomes con- 


: stricted to the Strait of Euripus at the

seaport of Chalcis, a town of about 8000 
inhabitants. At this point the island 
is separated from the mainiand by only 
a few yards. 

“A rotk rising from the waters of the 
strait forms an anchorage for a stone 
bridge between it and the mainiand, 
and for'a swinging bridge toward Chal- 
cis, the latter belng necessary to allow 
vessels to pass through the channel, 
where at irregular intervals during the 
day the waters rush with the velocity 
of a swift river, sometimes from north 
ty south and at other times in the oppo- 
site direction, according to the tide. 

“When the Euboeans revolted from 
Athens during the Peloponnesian wara, 
the Boeotians constructed the first 
bridges across the strait, ‘“‘making Eu- 
/boea an island to everyone except them- 
selves.” 

Battle of Artemisiom, 

“If King Peter has chosen the north- 
eastern promontory of Euboea as his 
home while awaiting that day when he 
hopes the entente allies wil! succeed 
in driving the enemy~Teutons from 
Servian:soil, he can overlook the waters 
where @ battle of Artemisium was 
fought 0 B. C., a prelude to the 
greater glory of Salamis and the heroic 
defense of the Pass of Thermopylae. It 
Was at Artemisium that the Greek fleet, 
commarided by Themistocles, the fathér 
of the Athenian ‘wooden walls,’ as her 
navy céyne to be known, met the su- 
perior maval forces of Xerxes in a three 
days’ battle. While not achieving a de- 
cisive victory, the patriotic fleet received 
its ‘baptism of blood,’ which prepared it 
for subsequent triumphs over the Per- 
sian hordes. 

“If, on the other hand, the exile has 
chosen the more salubrions northwest- 
erm promontory, under the shadow of 
Mount Gaetsades, with its heights 
clothed in medicinal shrubs, he will be 


able to enjoy the famous baths of Her- 


acies. These sulphur waters, which are 
stil much frequented by Greeks who 
suffer from gout, rheumatism and dis- 
gestive ailments, afforded a favorite 
retreat for the Roman Dictator Cornel- 
jus Sulla, self-styled ‘Venus’ favorite,’ 
but known fo his enemies as ‘half lion, 
half fox,’ One of the few acts of clem- 


_ eney recorded of Sulla was his removal 


of the name of Julius Caesar from the 
proscribed list of adherents of the Mari- 
us pa In sparing the life of this 
youth of 19, Bulla is reputed to have ex- 
clAimed propbetically, ‘There is in that 
boy many @ Marius.’ * 

Hercules’ Scene of Action. 

“At One point on the northwestern 
Coast Euboea is separated from Thes- 
faly bya Atrait which is only a mile 
and a half broad. It was in this vicin- 
ity that.the final episodes in the event- 
ful life:of the Greek demi-god Hercules 
were supposed to have occurred.

dying centaur Nessus, was a love 
charm, It proved to be a fiery and 
fatal poison. Mercules, as soon as he 
felt the sting of the coat, hurled the in- 
nocent Lichas over a cliff, near the vil- 
lage which now bears the latter's name 
and which may be King Peter's retreat. 
“The most beautiful scenery in all 
Greece is to be found in the feftile val- 
leys and towering mountains of Euboea, 
which gets its name, ‘rich in cattle,’ 
from the fine pasture land of its plains. 
The inhabitants, more than 100,000 in 
number, aré chiefly engaged in cattle 
raising and in agriculture, the principal 
exports being wool, hides, wheat, oil 


' and cheese.

“U.S. MARINES IN LONG HIKE 


Company Covers 76 Miles in Tropics 
in Day and a Night. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12..—What is be- 
lieved to have been one of the longest 
tropical hikes ever made by American 
troops thrown on their own resources 
in a hostile country, was that of the 
Eight Company, Fourth Regiment of 
United States Marines, when it covered 
in a day and a night, on July 2 and 3, 
76 miles between Monte Christi and 
Bantiago, Santo Domingo, fighting most 
of the way. 

With a.handful of marines, Col. Pend- 
leton maintained unbroken an 8 mile 
line of communication.

THINKS FILIPINOS 
WOULD BE OPPOSED 
TO JAPANESE RULE 


Japanese Scholar Received This 
Impression on Recent Visit 
to Islands. 


NATIVES ENJOY LIBERTY 


Many Americans Believe Posses- 
sions Ultimately Will Pass 
Into Mikado’s Hands. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, July 25.—Dr. Inazo Nitobe, 
a Japanese scholar well-known in the 
United States, where he spent several 
years, has just published impressions 
of a recent visit to the Philipine Is- 
lands and his articles have attracted 
wide attention in Japan. 

Dr. Nitobe said he heard many 
Americans in the Philippines express 
belief that the islands would ulti- 
mately pass into the hands of the 
Japanese, but he believed the attitude 
of the natives might be quite dif- 
ferent. 

“The natives,” he said, “believe 
they. are superior to the Japanese, 
having enjoyed a European civiliza- 
tion for four hundred years and hav- 
ing used a language derived from the 
Latin. As a matter of fact the Fili- 
pinos are no equal for the Japanese 
in politics, national defense or in- 
dustry, but possessing as they do such 
foreign ideas and customs, though 
ancient, they rather look down upon 
the Japanese. It remains a serious 
question whether they would conde- 
scend to look up to the Japanese as 
their superiors. 

Enjoy Freedom of Speech. 

“They have, furthermore, not neg- 
lected to p@y close attention to the 
Japanese administration in Formosa 
and Korea. While Japan's adminis- 
tration is not without its faults, it 
has been as a rule a great success, 
and yet when comparison is made 
between Japan’s colonial administra- 
tion and that of America in the 
Philippines, they are widely different. 

“In the Philippines the natives en- 
joy unlimited liberty of speech; they 
write and discuss as they like and no 
official intervention takes place. 

tewed from this respect alone, would 
the Filipino welcome Japanese con- 
trol, when he realized the present 
condition of Japan’s policy in For- 
mosa and Korea?” 

The writer referred to the many po- 
litical liberties and prerogatives pos- 
sessed by the Filipinos under Ameri- 
can rule, and spoke particularly of the 
fact that American teachers in the pub- 
lic schools are gradually being re- 
placed by native instructors. He add- 
ed: 

‘Visit the primary schools and you 
will see the native instructors teaching 
very patriotic songs with the spirit of 
independence the dominating note, such 
as ‘My Native Land, the Philippines, 
the Philippines.’ 

Native Books in Schools. 

‘‘In the high schools, native books are 
used as textbooks, encouraging the 
spirit of political independence. There 
were more than 80 dialects in these 
islands, but today English is the com- 
mon language, thus uniting the di- 
versified inhabitants into one. 

“Our wonder grows, then, why the 
natives under such favorable condl- 
tions should desire to discard American 
rule to be replaced by that of Japan.”’ 

Dr. Nitobe pointed out that the United 
States spends $30,000,000 annually in the 
Philippines. Add to this the immovable 
capital already invested in the islands, 
something like from $25,000,000 to $30,000, - 
000 more. It was not necesgary, he 
said, to enumerate the blessings that 
have been brought about to the na- 
tives by the inflow of such a_ large 
amount of specie. Their wages have 
increased and the standard of living 
has been raised. Should the Philippines 
be transferred to Japan now, :for in- 
stance, it would be hard to gain such 
advantages as these in the immediate 
future, even if good might come in the 
long run. The writer added: ‘Try as 
I will, it is hard for me to find a rea- 
son to welcome the Japanese. It 
seems to me that the desire of trans- 
ferring the ownership in some fitting 
form comes from the American inhab- 
itants rather than from the Filipinos 
themselves.” 

Acquisition. Talk Absurd. 

In oonclusion Prof. Nitobe declared 
that it was absurd for Japanese to talk 
about the acquisition of the Philip- 
pines. Their cry should be “South- 
ward, ho!"" in commerce, but not in 
territorial aggrandizement. He felt con- 
fident that the American Government 
would not object to economic enterprise 
by the Japanese tn the Philippines. In- 
Geed, he had been informed on his visit 
that in not one instance has a busi- 
ress proposition by the Japanese been 
opposed by the authorities.

PETROGRAD, Aug. 12.—The whole 
region of the main winter positions be- 
fore Tarnopol and Buczacz has fallen 
into possession of the Russians, accord- 
ing to the official statement from gen- 
eral headquarters issued tonight.

L.E. WALTHER WINS 
NOMINATION FOR 
COURT OF APPEALS 


Official Count Gives Him a 
Plurality of 171 Over W. 
D. Becker. 


Lambert E. Walther is nominated 
over William Dee Becker for Judge of 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals on the 
Republican ticket, according to Secre- 
tary of State Roach, who announced 
last night at Jefferson City that the 
official count gave Walther 32,025 votos, 
to 31,854 for Becker, and 12,995 for Wil- 
son Cramer of Jackson, Mo., a plurality 
of 171 for Walther. 


The announcement was _ surprising, 
in view of the fact that the 
unofficial count had given Becker a plu- 
rality of 890 and it had been accepted as 
a certainty that he was nominated. 
To make sure that there has been 
no mistake the entire vote for Judge uf 
the Court of Appeals will be recount- 
ed, by precincts and counties, Secretary 
Roach said. This will also be done in 
th» case of each office where the vote 
in close. 

Walther’s plurality in St. Louis was 
2764 and the early returns pointed t» 
his nomination, but the unofficial re- 
turns from the country showed Becker 
leading in almost every county. 

The district is Republican by a large 
majority and the nomination is looked 
upon as equivalent to election. The 
term is 12 years and the salary is $30 
a year. 

Walther is 44 years old. He was ‘or- 
merly City Counselor. He has prac- 
ticed law in St. Louis 22 years. He had 
the indorsement of the St. Louis Bar 
Association.

DR. MURPHY’S DIAGNOSIS OF 
HIS LAST ILLNESS CORRECT 


Antopsy Requested hy Him Estnblish- 
es Heart Disease and Throat 
Trouble Caused Death. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—The last diagno- 
sis of Dr. John B. Murphy, the emi- 
nent surgeon, who died at Mackinac 
Island yesterday, was corroborated late 
today, when an autopsy was performed 
soon after the body was brought to 

Chicago. 

In obedience to Dr. Murphy’s wish 
that science establish the cause of the 
death he knew was coming, Dr. W. H. 
Burmeister performed the autopsy with- 
in three hours after Dr. Murphy’s body 
had been brought from the Northern 
summer resort. Dr. Burmeister found 
death had resulted from heart disease 
aggravated by throat trouble. This was 
the diagnosis Dr. Murphy made of his 
own condition, but it had been dis- 
puted by some of his own colleagues. 

“Dr. Murphy went to Mackinac Island 
last week knowing well he would 
never come back,’’ said Dr. James E. 
Keefe, who was with the surgeon during 
hie last days. ‘‘He told his family of 
all hie business affairs and his last 
wishes. Ever since last April, when he 
had a bad spell, he was fully aware 
of his condition.”’

Street Cars Damaged by Light- 
ning and Delayed by Water; 
Inch and Half Rain. 


An unexpected and severe rain end 
thunder storm which swept St. Louis 
between 8 and 9 o'clock last night, 
cnused considerable damage and flooded 
many streets with water which the 


sewer system could not contain. Rutger 
street, especially, from Thirteenth east, 
became a small tributary of the Mis- 
sigsippi River when manholes were 
blown open and geysers spouted up- 
wards from the Mill Creek sewer. 
This thoroughfare was for a while a 
torrent, varying in depth from two to 
@ maximum of more than four feet at 
Broadway, where a street car was de- 
railed, its passengers thrown into great 
excitement. Many persons living along 
Rutger street became frightened and 
fled from their homes. 
Within 25 minutes the weather fore- 
caster reported a rdinfall of an inch 
and a half, while the wind reached a 
velocity of 45 miles an hour, the tem- 
perature tumbled from 87 degrees to 71, 
and the electrical display becagme bril- 
liant and, at times, terrifying. 

Sewer Manhole Blown Off. 
The excitement along Rutger street 
was increased by the sound of the ex- 
plosions as one manhole cap after an- 
other blew out. In places, the police 
were informed, water spurted as high 
as second-story windows. One of the 
manhole covers, of heavy iron, five feet 
square, two inches thick and set in 
solid cement, was lifted from its place 
and thrown to one side by the torrent 
of water. 
One of the displaced cars was oppo- 
site the point where the Broadway car 
was derailed. Some of the men aboard 
the car rolled their trouser; up to the 
knees and carried women to the side- 
walk. 
Water swept through the French 
Market and carried away produce of all 
kinds, and boys of the neighborhood 
found great sport in salvaging water- 
melons and cantaloupes for immediate 
consumption. 
Deep holes were washed through the 
gravel of Rutger street. A new brick 
sidewalk at Broadway, which was com- 
pleted at noon yesterday, was washed 
away. No reliable estimate of the dam- 
age could be obtained. 
Yesterday's official weather fore- 
cast was “fair tonight and tomor- 
row, not much change in tempera- 
ture.” Forecaster Montrose Ww. 
Hayes said the prediction was based 
on reports from the _ surrounding 
country. 

Although there was a rather low 
barometer in Eastern Kansas and 
Western Missouri, the weather map 
showed no indications of rain and re- 
ports from Kansas’ City, St. Joseph 
and other points were that the 
weather was clear. 

From this, Hayes believed our 
storm was largely local. While it 
meant a relief from the excessive 
heat of yesterday, Hayes seemed to 
think it would be only temporary. 
The prediction was for showers to- 
day and fair weather tomorrow. 

Water filled a low part of Lindell 
boulevard for about 150 feet east of 
Sarah street to a depth of several feet. 
Autoists who did not proceed cautiously 
suddenly found themselves in water 
hub deep. Three or four stalled and 
had to be pulled out by other cars. 
One motorist ran his car upon the side- 
walk and got out in that way. 

At the intersection of Thirteenth 
street and Cass avenue the water filled 
the street. Motormen hesitated a few 
minutes before driving street cars 
through it. When they did they raised 
waves which broke over the doorsteps 
of saloons on the northeast and south- 
east corners and covered the floors. 

Several downtown office buildings 
were without lights part of the evening 
as the result of pranks of the lightning. 

Many street cars were damaged by 
lighting and delayed by flooded streets. 
Street car traffic was delayed espe- 
clally at Spring and North Market 
streets, Broadway and Rutger street, 
Spring and St. Louis avenues, Grand 
avenue and Meramac streets and Grand 
avenue and Pestalozzi street. 

Fiooded cellars were reported from 
many parts of the city.

BUTTE, Mont., Aug. 12.—Ending the 


first of his five weeks’ canvass here to- 
night, Charles E. Hughes is on his way 
to Spokane, Wash,, where he will spend 
the Sabbath.

tural slope and across snowclad moun- 
tains to the gateway of the Pacific coast. 
He had a number of novel experiences. 
He shook hands with rugged miners, 
cow punchers, prosperous ranchers, sto- 
lid Indians and saw on every hand 
convincing evidence of bounteous plenty. 
He descended into a mine garbed in 
cilskins, was serenaded by a miners’ 
bend at Helena, and, with Mrs. Hughes, 
enjoyed some fascinating mountain 
scenery. 
The reception accorded to the nominee 
at Billings was enthusiastic, at Helena 
is was cordial and wholesome, at Butte 
less flattering. 

Delivered Four Speeches. 
He delivered four speeches in the State, 
all of them following, in the main, those 
be has made since leaving Chicago. The 
chief features were a general indict- 
ment of the Wilson administration for 
its alleged incompetency, the instability 
of its Mexican policy, its “‘prosttitution” 
of government to pay political debts, its 
secrecy and intrigues in diplomatic mat- 
ters, its sectional character and its gen- 
eral unfitness to govern. 

A new phase of his accusations of che 
Government was a denunciation of it for 
its tendency toward centralization. 

“he candidate heard a lot of politics 
froin former Progressive National Chair 
man Dixon, who presided at his Helena 
meeting and accompanied him to Mis- 
scula. Dixon painted many rainbow: and 
predicted that 90 per cent of the 22,456 
Progressives who voted for Col. Roose- 
velt four years ago would be for Hughes 
this year. Re 

From the time that he left the region 
of full crops, beet sugar and fat cattle, 
early this morning, and began to climb 
into picturesque mountains, where gold, 
silver, copper and lead reign, the presi- 
dential candidate encountered a new at- 
mosphere. He entered a world of slouch 
hats, and donned one himself. Miners 
all busy and prosperous, whose interest 
in his coming was more of a personal 
sort than in his mission, gave him a 
‘hip-hip-hurrah” with gusty unction 
just as they would have extended to 
any celebrity. 

At Helena he furnished a new count 
in his indictment against Wilson for 
bartering offices for political services, 
alleging that Henry N. Clapp, an ef- 
ficient assistant appraiser of merchan- 
dise at New York had been forced to 
resign to make room for Daniel F. Finn. 
a Tammany man, for purely political 
purposes. 

One of the candidate’s phrases that 
“got over,’’ was ‘‘Nothing ever stays 
put in life.” The miners. liked that. 
Another that appealed was ‘‘We have 
in the past administration a great pa- 
rade of paper programs, but underlying 
every sort of paper program is the 
great necessity for proper public ad- 
ministration.

Federal Agent to Put Proposition 
Before Dairy Owners at 
Meeting Tomorrow. 


DRIVERS ARE WILLING 


Now Believed That No Other 
Labor Body Will Become In- 
volved in Trouble. 


Settlement, by arbitration, of the mi'k 
Wagon drivers’ strike and lockout, wiil 
be put up to the dairy proprietors *v- 
morrow by James A. Smyth, an agent 
of the United States Department of 


bor, who yesterday learned that the 
drivers were willing that their demand 
for higher pay should be submitted te 
arbitration. 

Smyth talked with dairy officials, as 
well ag with the strikers, but the dairy- 
men told him they could not commit 
themselves to any course of actioa ia 
advance of their meeting tomo:rruw 
morning., The milk dealers, he was tuld, 
will act as a unit in accepting or reject- 
ing the arbitration proposal. 

Smyth, who arrived in St. Louis i*ri- 
day evening from Washington, said ‘t 
appeared to him, from his observations 
yesterday, that the general feeling .n 
St. Louis was against the strikers. He 
said the public should consider the fact 
that the employers are just as closely 
organized as the men, and that public 
sentiment should not permit the em- 
ployers to stand out against a peaceful 
means of settlement, when the employes 
are willing to accept it. 

Besides talking with the representa- 
tives of both sides in the milk strike, 
Smyth conferred with representatives of 
teamsters and ice wagon drivers, whe 
seemed likely, within the last two days, 
to be brought into the strike. An ice- 
men’s strike would cause much greater 
inconvenience and suffering to the pub- 
lic than the milkmen’s strike has caused 
thus far, and a genera] strike of tea'r- 
sters and truckmen, tying up [fwd 
transportation, would threaten the city 
with famine conditions. 

D. J. Murphy, representative of the 
teamsters, said yesterday afternoun 
that, in his opinion, it would not be 
necessary to involve any other lavur 
body in the milkmen’s strike. The milk- 
men, he said, have the situation well 
in hand. 

Deliveries of ice were made yesterday 
to all dairies, although Joseph Beau- 
vais, secretary of the Icemen’s Uni-:r, 
announced Friday afternoon that deliv- 
eries to the dairies involved in the strike 
would be suspended. Beauvais said tris 
decision had been reconsidered. 

J. C. Sullivan, president of the local 
icemen’s union, who talked Friday of 
the possibility, of a strike of 10,000 
teamsters, resigned his office last night, 
fcllowing criticism cf his utterances by 
other members of the union. Albert 
Michler was elected president, and Sul- 
livan resumed the vice presidency, 
which he former'y held. Secretary Beau- 
vais said no action was decided on in 
ccnnection with the milkmen’s strike, 
and he added that the icemen believed 
the milkmen could win without calling 
out other workers.

Wilson outlined his position on equal 
suffrage for women in a letter to the 
Jane Jefferson Democratic Club, a 
woman's organization, made public to- 
night at its annual banquet. 

“One of the strongest forces behind 
equal suffrage sentiment of the coun- 


try,’ says the President, “is the now 
demonstrated fact that in suffrage 
states women interest themselves in 


public questions, study them thorough- 
ly, form thelr opinions and divide as 
men do concerning them.”’ 

Speaking of state and national! action 
on suffrage. the letter continues: 

“Roth great political parties of the 
nation have in their recent platforms 
favored the extension of suffrage to 
women through state action, and I do 
not see how their candidates can con- 
sistently disregard official declarations.

If he sum- 
mons us to Washington we will go. 
But ft must be understood that the 
President has no more power in this 
Matter than the mediators.” 

The Stumbling Block. 

Although the mediators and the rail- 
road managers refused to discuss the 
events of the day, Garretson had no 
hesitation in doing so, saying that 
mediation having failed he was ‘under 
no further obligations to maintain se- 
erecy about the negotiations. He said 
the double compénsation feature was 
the stumbling block. 

Garretson declared double compensa- 
tion agreements are in effect on vir- 
tually every railroad in the country 
and that they were won by tie men 
after serious effort extending over a 
period of 30 years. 

Because the mediators could not give 
the trainmen assurance that the rail- 
roads would waive the ‘contingent 
proposition,” the men adjourned until 
tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock when 
the mediators will again report.

BALARIES OF POSTAL CLERKS 
AND CARRIERS IN ARMY END 


Department Bunched Vacation Pert- 
ods, Which Is All Law Permits, 
and Insures Reinstatement. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Senator 
Wownsend of Michigan, Republican 
member of the Postoffice Committee, 
intends to tell the Senate Monday 
that 3000 letter carriers and postal 
clerks, now performing military duty 
RBlong the Mexican border, have been 
@ropped from the payroll of the Post- 
pffice Department. 

When ‘First Assistant Postmaster- 
General Frazier was asked about the 
report that all postal employes had 
been dropped from the rolls, he said 
the department had done all that it 
was authorized to do by law for the 
guards who left their places to per- 
form military duty. 

“We have written letters to al! 
Postmasters, informing them ‘that. 
the men will be reinstated when they 
return,” he said. “Until the present 
time the Postoffice Department em- 
ployes have been receiving their reg- 
ular salaries as clerks and carriers in 
addition to their pay as guardsmen. 
That was made possible tn this way: 
Fifteen days’ vacation, exclusive of 
Bundays and holidays, is allowed the 
clerks and carriers, with pay. We 
gave them the 15 days for the fiscal! 
year ending June 30, and immediately 
gave them the 15 days’ leave for the 
present fiscal year, which does not 
end until June 30, 1917. That was all 
we could do.”

TROOPS ON SOMME. 


General Freight Blockade Would Send Up Price 
of Necessities and Many Factories 
Would Have to Close. 


clared, St. Louis, in common with other 
large cities, would almost immediately 
feel the effect of the freight blockade. 
Scarcity of the necessaries of life, in- 
creasing as the days go by, would send 
the prices up. Factories, unable to get 
coal or ship théir products if they could 
get coal, would close down, throwing 
great numbers of working people out of 
employment. 

Within a very few days there would 
be a scarcity of groceries and canned 
goods. Wholesale grocers, because of 
the bulky character of their merchan- 
dise, and for other reasons, do not 
carry large stocks on hand. In the 
main they expect to fill their orders 
from the daily receipts from the fac- 
tories. They are dependent upon the 
railroads for practically all of their 
canned goods. Few food products are 
manufactured in St. Louis and even 
these are dependent’ upon the outside 
for raw materials. It is assumed that 
even before the scarcity became acute 
ndvantage would be taken of the situ- 
ation and prices would rapidly advance. 

Within a day, if the strike should ex- 
tend to the passenger branch of the rall- 
read service, cutting off the supply of 
milk, which is brought tn on passenger 
trains, there would be a scarcity of 
milk, and in two days there would be 
practically a famine unless motor 
trucks were sent out through the coun- 
try to gather in 4 supply. The quan- 
tity brought in by the interurban lines, 
according to Vice President John F. 
Cabanne of the St. Louis Dairy Co., 
would hardly suffice for invalids and 
babies. He thinks that an auto truck 
Service would be established as quickly 
as possible, but the cost of bringing in 
the supply in that manner would be 
greater than the cost by rail and the 
price of milk would advance accord- 
ingly. . 
Ne Searcity of Bread. 

There would be no scarcity of 
bread. The elevators are filled with 
wheat and there are plenty of mills 
in the city to grind the wheat into 
flour. The stock of grain in store 
is unusually large. Perfect wheat 
weather and prevailing high prices 
have produced a liberal movement. 
Friday there were 2,180,677 bushels 
in the local elevators, against 182,000 
a year ago. Christian Bernet, presi- 
dent of the Bernet, Craft & Kauff- 
man Milling Co., says there is enough 
wheat in the elevators to keep St. 
Louis supplied with bread for two 
months or longer. 

Within a very few days after a 
general strike was declared the fac- 
t sles would practically all be closed 
down, in the judgment of Edward 
Devoy, coal merchant. “The St. Louis 
factories,” he said, “keep on hand 
only a few days’ supply of coal be- 
cause they are only a few hours’ 
run from the mines ai: can get their 
fuel as they need it. They are not 
storing coal in anticipation of a 
strike because they realize that if 
there is a general strike it will do 
them no good to operate, because 
they will not be able to ship their 
products. Within four or five days, I 
should say, the factories would be 
closed down. Even if the interur- 


_.ban lines continued to operate they 


would not bring in enough to relieve 
the situation. 

“There is -=ractically no domestic 
demand now and- the demand for 
household use will not become im- 
perative until cold weather makes 
furnace fires necesary, but a large 
part of the winter’s supply of coal 
for domestic purposes is put in dur- 
ing August and September. If a 
strike interferes with supplying the 
winter demand during these months, 
there will be scarcity when the cold 
months come and prices will go up.” 

Coal at Waterworks. 

Water Commissioner Wall is not 
worrying about keeping the fires 
burning at the Water Works. A 
supply sufficiert for 90 days’ re- 
quirements is kept on hand. If a 
strike should continue that long he 
thinks he could get enough over the 
McKinley line and by motor trucks 
to meet the requirements.

If a general railroad strike is de-s 


ost-Dispatch reporter 
by E. F. Bisbee, vice president of the 
St. Louis National Stockyards Co. He 
believed that if all freight trains were 
stopped the Mississippi River boats 
would be able to bring in enough live 
stock and general produce to supply the 
immediate needs of St. Louis and pre- 
vent any danger of a food famine. 

He was equally certain, however, that 
prices would go up because of the 
lesser quantity of products and that 
«l) forms of business would be greatly 
curtailed. 

As an indication of the possibilities of 
the river traffic in the live stock in- 
dustry Bisbee cited the number of gni- 
mals actually received at the National 
Stockyards by boat in 1914, the last 
year for which detailed figures were 
available. In that year there came 
down the river 6800 head of cattle, 75,- 
000 hogs and 10,000 sheep. While this 
is a small number compared with the 
total receipts, he said that if price 
and conditions demanded many more 
animals could be transported by water. 

Could Be Driven to City. 

Most of the live stock received by boat 
cemes from Calhoun County, Ill. of 
other counties adjacent to the Illinois 
River, where there are few or no rail- 
roads. If necessary, Bisbee said, stock 
could be driven many miles to the St. 
Louis market or to river points for 
shipment by boat. 

Another factor in the meat situation, 
he said, is that at present only a small 
part of the live stock received at Na- 
tional Stockyards goes to make food 
for St. Louisans. The receipts in July 
were: Cattle, 97,962; hogs, 171,454; sheep, 
81,873. This was a total for the month 
of 361,289, or an average of 11,332 head 
a day. Of these 87,406 head were shipped 
out during the month. The difference, 
an average of 8526 head a day, repre- 
sents the slaughter of the East Side 
packing houses. 

It was impossible to obtain accurate 
figures as to what part of this daily 
slaughter is consumed in St. Louis, but 
officials of some of the larger plants 
estimated that less than one-tenth of 
their daily output is consumed locally. 
If this is anything like an accurate 
basis to judge the local consumption by 
it is evident that the receipts of live 
stock could decrease many fold with- 
out causing a meat famine as far as 
St. Louis ts concerned. 


Of course, little or none of the out- 
rut could be shipped out and the plants 
could not run at anywhere near full 
capacity. This would mean many per- 
sons would be thrown out of employ- 
ment if the condition continued for a 
considerable time. 

Bisbee also thought many other farm 
products could, and would, be shipped 
to St. Louis by water if the demand 
should become great enough. He pointed 
out that the gasoline and oils produced 
by the Wood River refineries could be 
brought to St. Louis by boat, the re- 
fineries receiving the crude oil from 
the Oklahoma and Kansas fields by pipe 
line. 

Commission Men Not Alarmed. 
Commission men showed no alarm 
over the situation. They expected prices 
to go higher, but thought enough gen- 
eral provisions could be obtained for 
recessary consumption. Large quan- 
tities of fresh vegetables, fruits, eggs 
and poultry are brought from the sur- 
rounding country by truck wagons and 
larger quantities could be thus brought 
from a larger radius if motor trucks 
were used. 


The greatest part of the poultry 
and eggs consumed here, however, 
comes from a much wider radius by 
fast express. These shipments would 
not be disturbed unless the strike 
should extend to passenger trains. 
Officials of the Union Electric Co. 
thought their service would not be 
interfered with by a railroad strike. 
The only difficulty that might arise 
would be the shortage of coal to gen- 
erate power. The purchasing officer 
of the company said a large supply 
of coal, ample for an indefinite pe- 
riod, is kept constantly on hand. Fur- 
thermore, he sald, the Union Electric 
now uses a quantity of Keokuk dam 
current and could obtain more if it 
were necessary. 

It is also the practice of the La- 
clede Gas Light Co. to stock up heav- 
ily with coal, especially when it is 
cheap as in summer months, thus put- 
ting that concern in a position to 
continue producing gas for an indef- 
inite period.

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SURPRISED BY Vioil 
FROM THE KAISER 


Emperor Appears Unexpectedly, 
Decorates Officers and Re- 
views Soldiers. 


SEEMS IN FINE -HEALTH 


After Watching Men Pass for 
an Hour He Inspects the 
Advanced Positions. 


WITH THE GERMAN ARMY IN 
FRANCE, undated, via Berlin, Aug. 12. 
—Fast of the Somme, with the French 


guns roaring @ morning salute and the 
German cannon thundering their reply, 
the German Emperor today unexpect- 
edly appeared in a little village just be- 
hind the front and reviewed a hastily 
improvised parade and decorated a 
number of officers and soldiers. He 
addressed the men briefly and was then 
whisked on to the most advanced posi- 
tion. 

The Emperor’s visit was known to 
cenly a few officers the previous evening 
and came as a surprise to the troops, 
who were obviously overjoyed that the 
Emperor could find time to come to 
them. The visit, in addition, surprised 
a small group of correspondents, who 
tad just returned from an inspection 
of the advanced positions and who had 
an opportunity te see the Emperor at 
Novogeorgevievck, a few miles north- 
west of Warsaw, almost precisely a 
year ago. 

Officers in Gala Attire. 
Notwithstanding the heavy fvug that 
generally prevails in the early morn- 
ing in this section, the Emperor’s visit 
had something brilliant and dramatic 
in it. Upon a broad, level plain flanked 
by a picturesque French chateau, all 
the troops in the immediate neighbor- 
hood had collected. Uniforms were of 
field gray, but the attire of officers 
and men was nevertheless, so far as 
possible, gala, and the more striking 
as a majority of the soldiers wore their 
rew steel helmets. 

The officers had discarded their mo- 
notonous fatigue caps and had donned 
their peace-time headgear so that the 
picturesque gray fur headpleces of the 
death’s head hussars contrasted with 
the helmets of the cufrassieurs and the 
mortar-board caps worn by the uhlans. 

The Emperor arrived at 9:30 o’clock, 
hig suite including Prince Eitel, one 
noted Admiral and sé@Veral Generals. 
The troops had drawn up in hollow 
square formation and his majesty, look- 
ing trim and fit, though perhaps some- 
what wearied, quickly passed in re- 
view, shaking hands here and there 
with officers he knew personally and 
repeatedly saluting the soldiers who 
stood at “present arms” as stiffly and 
correctly as in any parade in Berlin. 

The officer in command then deliv- 
ered a brief address, in which he as- 
sured his majesty in the name of the 
troops that all weré prepared to fight 
on indefinitely for the Emperor’s and 
the country’s sake. A “hoch’’ that 
must have been heard in the French 
lines went up before the Emperor could 
answer. Then he spoke in clear, ring- 
ing voice, thanking the men. 

Watches Troops for Hour. 

In the center of the ‘hollow square 
the Emperor decorated a number of 
officers and eventually took up a posi- 
tion on the road leading to the front 
trenches, while the regiments, many of 
whom were composed of new troops, 
marched by in the famous goose-step. 
The correspondent stood only a few 
yards distant and was able to note 
the seemingly remarkable physical con- 
dition of the Emperor, who, in review- 
ing the troops, stood more erect and 
stiffer than the youngest subaltern, and 
with a glance of approval or a slight 
frown, indicated his pleasure or dis- 
pleasure. In fairness to the troops it 
should be said that his majesty smiled 
most of the time. 

The Emperor required upward of an 
hour to review the troops and take a 
trifle of refreshment and was then 
whirled away toward the front lines as 
suddenly as he had come. 


PAY FOR MISSOURI TROOPS 
WAITS ON WILSON’S SIGNATURE 


First, Second, Fourth and Third 
Regiments to Have Target Prac- 
tice im Order Named. 


LAREDO, Tex., Aug. 12.—Another pay- 
day has passed without pay for the Mis- 
souril troops here, and the boys are be- 
ginning to wonder whether Uncle Sam 
is a good paymaster.

GO 10 BORDER 


Troops Have Been Held in State 
Camps to Recruit to War 
Strength. 


MEN RESTIVE AT DELAY 


Secretary Baker Says Move Has 
No Significance in the Mexi- 
can Situation. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—All the na- 
tional guard units included in Presi- 
dent Wilson’s call of June not yet on 
the Mexican border were ordered there 
today by the War Department. Between 
20,000 and 25,000 additional troops wil 
thus be added to the border forces. Na- 
tional guard forces there will number 
approximately 125,000, and the total of 
all troops on the border or in Mexico 
will be 175,000. 

Secretary Baker made a formal an- 
nouncement that the troop movement 
had nothing whatever to do with the 
Mexican situation as such, but was 
solely to relieve thousands of troops 
now held in mobilization camps only 
because they lacked a few recruits to 
bring units up to fixed minimum 
strength. 

Today's order will send the troops 
from Kentucky, Ohio and Vermont to 
the border as soon as transportation can 
be arranged for them, and will move 
they are 
properly equipped. 

War Department officials decided on 
this action because the troops are rest- 
ive in camp and there seemed to be no 
stimulus to recruiting while there was 
no prospect of movement to the border. 
The Kentucky, Ohio and Vermont 
troops are composed of the following 
units: 

Kentucky—One brigade of three regl- 
ments of infantry, one company of sig- 
nal corps, one field hospital and one am- 
bulance company, mobilized at Fort 
Thomas. 

Ohio—Two brigades of three regiments 
each of infantry, one squadron of cav- 
alry, one battalion of field artillery, one 
battalion of engineers, one battalion of 
signal corps, three field hospitals, two 
ambulance companies, all mobilized at 
Columbus. 

Vermont—One regiment of infantry 
and one squadron of cavalry at Col- 
chester. 

Guardsmen Still Needed on Borden, 

In a letter made public today, Secre- 
tary Baker makes it clear that Presi- 
dent Wilson and his advisers regara 
the presence of state troops on the 
Mexican border as a necessary and 
patriotic duty, and expresses admira- 
tion for the spirit with which the 
militia met the President’s call and 
is performing “an important and 


necessary service to «heir country.” 
The letter was prepared in answer to 


a letter recently received at the War 
Department complaining of the bardship 
of keeping young men away from their 
homes and business in the absence of a 
state of war. Secretary Baker’s let- 
ter says: 

“The assembling of the militia upon 
the Mexican border, pursuant. to 
an order of the President, was 
done only in the presence of a 
national emergency, the regular 
army of the United States being in- 
adequate in size to afford the neces- 
sary protection to the lives of men, 
women and children, citizens of the 
United States, tn that disturbed sit- 
uation. 

“It will be a source of great happi- 
ness to me when full relief can be 
given to these men who. have placed 
themselves subject to the call of duty, 
and in the meantime I am filled with 
admiration for the spirit with which the 
militia has met the call and with which 
they are performing an important and 
necessary service to their country at 
this time.” 


Most of New Troops to Go to El Paseo, 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Aug. 12.— 
Practically all of the 25,000 troops 
ordered today by the War Depart- 
ment to proceed to the border will be 
sent to El Paso, Gen. Frederick Funs- 
ton announced tonight. A few will 
be stationed at Deming, N. M. 

When the new movement is com- 
pleted there will be an army of about 
70,000 men at El Paso, including 
gwuardsmen and regulars. 

Just as soon as the new detach- 
ments arrive at El Paso they will be 
used with other guardsmen already 
there, exclusive of the Pennsylvania 
division, to form three new divisions. 
Hach of the divisions will fall consid- 
erably short of paper strength. It is 
estimated that each will have from 
17,000 to 18,000 mén. 

It was pointed out at Fort Sam 
Houston that failure to bring the 
Ohio, Vermont and Kentucky guards- 
men to the border before now was 
due not to poor transportation facil- 
ities, or any other condition, but solely 
to lack of equipment. 

Every state in the Union will be 
represented on the border, when the 
new troops arrive. 


Hot Wave Follows Ceol tm Kansas. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. 12.—On the heels 
of a cool wave which extended generally 
over the State yesterday and last night, 
the temperature climbed back up to the 
102 degree mark here today. The mer- 
cury rose to 106 degrees at Emporia, the 
highest it has been there during the 
summer. A jump of 8 degrees in term- 
perature, occurred here during the day, 
from 69 to 102. Similar heat tempera- 
tures prevailed over the State.

Louis at Loss to Know

Reports Circulated After Closing 
Time Yesterday—Bank Is- 
sues a Statement. 


Robert E. Gillespie, president of the, 
Illinois State Bank of East St. Louis, 
said last night to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that unfounded rumors regarding 
the bank had been current in East St.

The report shows the bank’s assets and 
liabilities in detail, and states its bank- 
ing connections in St. Louis, New York 
and Chicago. ‘‘The solvency of a bank,” 
the advertisement states, ‘“‘depends upon 
the liquid condition of its securities, 
its bank connections and the integrity 
and financial standing of its directors 
and officers.”

Perlin Says Anglo-French Attacks in 
Somme Region Failed. 
BERLIN, via London, Aug. 12.—At- 
tacks by British and French forces at 
various points both north and south of 
the Somme have been repulsed by Ger- 
man counter attacks and artillery, says 
the official statement given out by the 
War Office today. A French infantry 
attack against the Thiaumont work, in 
the Verdun region, was thrown back, 
with severe loss to the attackers, the 

statement adds. 

“Between Maurepas and the Somme a 
vigorous French attack broke down,” 
says the statement, ‘“‘but some of the 
French troops penetrated into a small 
wood northeast of Hem.,”’

Last week, while in New York, he 
won the national A. A. U. quarter- 
mile title, defeating a field of com- 
petent stars. He will bring his rec- 
ord campaign to a close with the 
mile swim at Frisco later this month.

BUYING LEAGUE 
DENIED MAILS 


Automobile Accessory Buying 
Concern Had Many Members 
at $10 Each in St. Louis. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 


the International Automobile 
Inc., and the International 
League Tire Co. of Buffalo, 
A. C. Bidwell, president of both con- 
cerns, the Fostoffice Department has 
sounded the death knell of orterprises 
which Government investigations show 
nave victimized thousands of motor car 
owners in all parts of the country. 
‘For years this league has been using 
the mails to obtain money by false rep- 
resentations and pretenses from automo. 
bile owners, dealers and jobbers of au- 
tomobile supplies,’’ said W. H. Lamar, 
Solicitor General of the Postoffice De- 
partment. ‘“‘The order which takes ef- 
fect today concludes one of the longest 
and most important hearings ever held 
by this office. The hearing occupied 4 
days and revealed remarkable com- 
plexity and variety of unlawful prac- 
tices employed by the president of the 
league and his agents in exploiting the 
public.” 

Several years ago the concern solicited 
automobile owners in St. Louts to join 
the League, paying annual dues for the 
privilege of purchasing supplies and 
accessories at reduced rates. A great 
many St. Louis automobile owners 
joined on account of these representa- 
tions and a branch office of the League 
was maintained here for a few months, 
but the service at $10 a year promised 
was not given to the members and the 
branch office was withdrawn. 

Finding that the league was of no 
value to them, a number of these mem- 
bers sent in their resignations. In spite 
of this, however, the league continued 
tc send bills for annual dues, and made 
every effort possible to collect them. 
Continuous demands were made for the 
Payment of these dues from about 20 
members of the Automobile Club of St. 
Louls who had joined the league. 

The Automobile Club of St. Louts took 
charge of the claims for its members | 
and invited the league to file suit to 
collect the alleged dues. The invita- 
tion was not accepted, but the demands 
for payment continued. Therefore, the

Early Selling. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—A renewal 
of liquidation caused considerable ir- 
regularity in the cotton market dur- 
ing today’s earlier trading, but de- 
clines were followed by ratner a sharp 
raily late in the morning, with De- 
cember selling up from 14.2lc to 
14.34c and closing at 14.32c. The gen- 
eral list closed steady at a net ad- 
vance of 7 to 10 points.

In order to find out more definitely the 

ems confronting the greatest num- 
ber Of breeders, a circular letter was 
Sent out to the members of the State 
Poultry Association asking 20 questions, 
one of which was: “What problem 
causes you the most trouble, the sdlu- 
tion of which would do you the most 
good?"

Poultry Paragraphs 


Plenty of shade in August Insures 
thrifty chicks. 

Change feed with the laying hens. 
Add to the grain feeds a mixture such 
as bran, shorts and cornmeal. 

Avoid crowding the chicks by keeping 
in small flocks and by providing roomy 
coops. 

Cull the growing stock often. Con- 
fine, fatten and market the culls, Let 
chickens intended for stock birds and 
layers have liberal range. 

Broody hens should be removed te 
slat bottomed coops as soon as discov- 
ered. Leave them there until they for 
get it. 

Clean fresh water lessens disease. 
Filthy drinking water is the source of 
much trouble. Clean the drinking ves- 
sels frequently during this hot month. 

During these hot months be sure ‘to 
It 


ter condition. 

Use brush, board and tent shelters tn 
the yards this month to protect the 
fowls and chickens from the hot sun 
and the sudden showers. 

If hens are lousy, rub a little biue ofnt- 
ment the size of a pea into the skin 
just beneath the vent and on the under 
side of the wings. 

Mites are sure to accumulate ff the 
droppings are not removed every week 
and the roosts sprayed with kerosene 
emulsion or coal tar disinfectant. 

After the grass gets tough chicks can 
catch more bugs and worms and will 
grow better on loose soll. The corn 
field furnishes ideal conditions. 

Clean the roosting coops and brooders 
often, as it will diminish the deaths 
among the young stock and allow them 
to make a steady growth that is needed 
in the birds that are to bo the future 
reoney makers. 

Bury deeply all waste eggs and shells 
from hatching nests or from tnoubators. 
Burn all dead fowls or chicka. A little 
care here will save you dollars \ 

Incubators and brooders in use, 
as well as other chicken fixtures, 
should be thoroughly cleaned, disinfected 
and stored away until again needed. 
Don't neglect them—they cost money 
and money is worth saving.

If Street Commissioner, He Declares, 
He Would Compel Efficiency Board 
to Submit 3 Names.

Deaths from heat stroke decreased 
from 41 in the previous seven days, to 
18 in the week ending yesterday, but 
were still more than 8 per cent of the 
morality.

INQUEST HELD 


Verdict of Homicide Returned— 
Schneider Tells of Being At- 
tacked by Five Men. 


A coroner’s jury yesterday returned 
a verdict of homicide in the case of 
George Schneider, 25 years old, of 
5728 North Market street, a stable 
foreman for the St. Louis Dairy Co., 
who Thursday night shot and killed 
William Mitchell, 24, of 4478 Clayton 
avenue, a strfking milk wagon driver, 
near the dairy’s branch at 1316 North 
King’s highway. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Bishop 
issued an information charging 
Schneide: with manslaughter in the 
fourth degree, for which the mini- 
mum penalty is a $100 fine, and the 
maximum two years’ imprisonment. 
Schneider was released on $800 bond, 
signed by Louis Nieman, a profes- 
sional. bondsman. 

Bishop explained that a murder 
charge was not placed against 
Schneider because the latter had been 
beaten by several strikers a few min- 
utes previous to the shooting. He 


said that the law allowed this re- 


duction in the charge when a man 
killed another after being attacked 
a few minutes previously in an un- 
prevoked manner. 
Sehneider Makes Statement. ' 
He pointed out that the beating 
possibly caused Schneider to become 
greatly excited. Schneider, who had 
spent most of the night in the city 
hospital after becoming hysterical in 
his cell at Central Station, made a 
sworn statement to the coroner. 
He told how the small truck he 
was driving was stopped at 8:30 
o’clock by five men as he went down 
an alley between King’s highway 
and Aubert avenue, and Easton ave- 
nue and Page boulevard. He said 


four of the men pulled him off the 


truck and attacked him. One he re- 
cognized at Mitchell, he said. 

He said that a policeman dispersed 
them, and that a minute later Mitchell 
turned near the mouth of the alley at 
King’s highway. Thinking that he was 
going to be attacked again, he fired, he 
declared. He sald that he did not see 
the policeman holding Mitchell. 

Policeman Tells Story. 

Patrolman Philip Duff of the Deer 
Street Police Station said that he ar- 
rested Mitchell after dispersing a crowd 
of men in the alley. Schneider called 
to him, “Shoot him,” he testified. The 
policeman said that Schneider sudden-

Light as heatless as a moon- 
beam and as brilliant as the 
rays of the noonday sun! 
This is how the ingenious 
Frenchman describes the 
beams produced by his “cold 
light” lamp. What revolu- 
tions he expects this inven. 
tion to work in science and 
art, in medicine and surgery. 
will be revealed later; first 
it is necessary to describ¢ 
the lamp itself. 


One must begin with the 
firefly, for it was here that 
M. Dussaud found his origi- 
nal inspiration. In this im 
sect is nature’s answer to 
those doubting Thomases of. 
science who declared the im- 
possibility of absolutely cold 
light; that is, a light Which 
will not create heat in any 
substance upon which it falls. 
But even the firefly, amaz- 
ingly superior as it is to the 
best that man had achieved 
until now, is not quite so 
efficient as the late Prof. 
Samuel P. Langley supposed. 
According to Dr. Herbert C. 
Ives, “the luminous efficiency 
of the firefly is calculated as 
96.5 per cent, as compared 
with 0.4 per cent for the 
carbon glow lamp. There are 
reasons for believing that the 
light emitted by the firefly 
is due to a physiological

chemical reaction, not neces- 
sarily accompanied by heat 
waves of low frequency, such 
as occur in purely thermal radiation. 

“But even if heat waves of low frequency are generated 
in the photogenic cells, they could not pass out into 
space on account of the opacity of the outer integument, 
the chitinous layer, of the insect.” * 

It is in this last respect that M. Dussaud copies nature, 
by adopting means to prevent the heat waves born of 
his lamp from traveling outward. He does not utilize 
a screening layer like the firefly, but he obtains much 
the same result by a different expedient. At least, this is 
ihe explanation given in his patents. 

The inventor does not hesitate to admit that he owes 
the first step towards his discovery to the ancient He- 
brews. who held that every phase of nature, animate and 


inanimate, needs periodic rest. He asked himself: Why

sound exactly like cold light, but we shall see presently 
that the term is not unwarranted so far as the emission 
of heat waves is concerned. 

True, the tungsten filaments are raised to a tempera- 
ture by the electric current not much short of the 
melting point of that metal—in fact, Dussaud’s lamps 
in this particular are hotter than those with which 
we are familiar. This ull sounds contradictory, but 
we shall see presently how he manages to imitate in a 
fashion the firefly. Dr. Ives says that the insect owes 
its intermittent glowing to a physiological chemical 
reaction. 

The Frenchman, however, has to use other means—the 
electric current and hairlike tungsten wire; and curious-

require sustained illumination for 
a longer or shorter while, ac- 
cording to the nature of the 
service. Plainly, then, the firefly 
is not to be imitated if a prac- 
tical illuminant is the aim, and 
such has been the object of M. 
Dussaud. How, then, has he 
solved the problem? How has he 
been able te use commercial 
mediums with results so striking- 
ly opposite to those ordinarily 
secured with these facilities” 
M. Dussaud makes use of a 
series or group of lamps arranged 
so that they are called succes- 
sively into service, and the 
larger the number of lamps so 
used the longer the rest period 
before the one last lighted is again brought into the 
circuit of the electric current. Each lamp flashes but 
a very short while, and yet the succeeding one relieves 
it so quickly that the eye is not conscious of the least 
flicker. 
One form of the apparatus consists of a revolving disk 
carrying 16 lamps, and one by one they light up when 
reaching a certain point. Now see what happens. As 
each lamp comes into position the electric current, having 
a voltage of from two to two and one-half times that of 
the ordinary current, surges into the exquisitely fine 
tungsten filament and by this overload raises it to ex- 
tremely brilliant incandescence in an instant. 
Before the longer and slower heat rays have had a 
chance to acquire initial momentum of magnitude the cur- 
rent is automatically cut off, the disc moves far enough 
to bring the next lamp into play, and the process is re- 
peated. This substitution of succeeding lamps takes place 
so rapidly that the glow of the first filament is not ap- 
preciably dimmed before that of the relieving lamp is at 
white heat. 
In this way lamp No. 1 is not called to duty until its 
15 fellows have had their turn. With 16 lamps commonly 
rated at 25-candlepower and using only 50 watts, M. Dus- 
saud obtains the radiant effect of 250 candles! Besides, 
measured in units of light, his lamps are far more eco- 
nomical than any other incandescent bulbs available to- 
day. This is because his filament heats up to the 
glowing point with less resistance than the ordinary 
tungsten filament, and next he avoids that wasteful use 
of current which is an inevitable consequence of sustained 
incandescence. Because his tiny filaments have a period 
of repose and a chance to recover they enjoy a measurr 
of endurance or length of life which would be impossibl 
if they were kept steadily at a white hot heat. 
As it is, the lamp is in service only for about one 
twentieth of a second, and its period of cooling and

At first there seemed no effect: but in the course of 
months the animals developed degeneration of the 
arteries, hardening.of the liver and chronic inflamma- 
tion of the kidneys. Experiments with indol, which 
was administered to rabbits. guinea pigs and monkeys, 
resulted in the production of bodily lesions closely 
similar to those of old aze. 

Realizing that it was to be a battle of microbes 
against microbes, Metchnikoff began casting about to 
determine what “good” bacilli should be mobilized and 
sent against the army of “bad” bacilli in the human 
system. He recalled that in his travels he had come 
across many Bulgarians who had lived to an extraor- 
dimary age on a diet of fermented milk. This caused 
him to select the lactic acid bacillus for his expert 
ments, which proved to be successful, and he announced 
te the world that the encroachments of disease could 
be combated by the drinking of soured milk. 

It was not until comparatively recently, in 1912, that 
Metehnikxoff made another discovery to supplement what 
has become known as the sowr milk diet. This was a 
pew microbe called “glyecobacteria.’ found in the in-

testines of a dog. He announced his belief that inocula-

“The normal end, coming after the appearance of 
the instinct of death, may truly be regarded as the 
ultimate goal of human existence. But before attain- 
ing it a normal life must be lived; a life filled all 
through with the feeling that comes from the accom- 
plishment of function. 

“As soon as we come to believe that the solution of 
the problems of human happiness will come not from 
religion nor from systems of metaphysical philosophy, 
but from exact science alone, the obstacles to progress 
will be removed. That scientific methods will redress 
the disharmonies of the human constitation is the more 
probable, inasmuch as the old age of human beings was 
more physiological, and their death more natural, in 
eartier times than they are today. 

“Old age is repulsive at present, because it is an old 
age devoid of its true meaning, full of ezoism, nar 
rowness of view, incapacity and malignancy.

In the same book, Metehnikoff declares that he finds 
it impossible to aeeept the view that the high mortality 
between the ages of 70 and 75 indicates a natural 
limit of human life “The fact that many men of from 
70 to 75 years old are well preserved both physically 
and intellectually, makes impossible to regard that 
age as the Hetural limit of buman life,” he says. ‘“Con- 
firmation is to be found in the fact that so many men 
reaelt a greater age, even 150 years. Centenarfans are 
really not rare.” 

After enumerating many instances of centenarians 
who did not smoke, and others who smoked incessant- 
ly: of these who were total abstainers and those who 
not only drank but frequentiy became drunk: those 
whe never drank coffee and those who abused coffee, 
Metchnikof observes that “it is plaim that any factor 
to which long duration of life has been attributed dis- 
appears when many cases are examined. Naturally a 
seund constitution and a simple and sober life are 
faverable te longevity, but apart from these, there is 
semething unknown whieh tends to long life. 

- “Tp the present state of knowledge, we cannot denote 
the chief cause of Human longevity, but the proper 
course will be to seek it ont as we would seek ont that 
of animal longevity. We may inquire into the intesti- 
nal flere and the mechanism by whieh the organism’ 
resists ite harmful effect as factors which influence the 
duration of life. The problem can be settled only by 
# series of laborious researches which bave yet to be 
made. At present | can do no more than bring together 
» large number of facts regarding the duration of life 
iv man and in animals, with the hope of suegesting the 
lines for future investigation. 

“Oneht we to listen to the cry of bumenity that life 
ie too shert and that it would be well to prolene it’ 
Would it really be for the good of the humen race to 
exten@® the duration of the life of man bevond its 
present limits? Already it is complained that the 
burden of supporting old people is too heavy. 

“Tf the question were merely one of prolenging the 
life of old people without moedifving off age itself, 
such considerations would be justified. [It must be 
understood, however, that the prolongation of life would 
be associated with the preservation of intelligence and 
of the power to work I! cam make only one answer: 
Yes, it is wseful te proleng buman life We must use 
all owr endeavors te allow men to complete their nor- 
mal course of life and to make it pessible for old men 
to pley thefr perts as advisers and judges, endowed 
with their lone expertenee of life.” 

Mechnikoff died with the knowledge that his theories 
were rejected and im some cases ridiculed by many of 
his contemporartes, bet like the true sctentiet that he 
was be was content to bequeath the results of bie labors
